e Americans give much lip service to the idea of privacy. 

We consider it one of the cherished American rights, 

one of the privileges we fought a war to preserve. Freedom to 
live our own lives, the way we want to live them without being 
spied on or snooped around, is as American as pancakes and 
molasses. Yet, few Americans avail themselves fully of this right. 
People who must live in apartment houses or row houses auto- 
matically must accept less privacy by their choice of abode. In 
such close quarters the sights and sounds and smells of neighbors 
cannot be screened out. Its the price people in such dwellings 
must pay in return for not having to cope with other problems. 
For them we have nothing but sympathy—and no suggestions 
except to seal their windows and buy air-conditioning units. 
People who live in single-family, detached houses are sacri- 
ficing one of the advantages inherent in that type of dwelling if 
they do not achieve, at least, visual privacy from their neighbors 
and from the street. The very raison d'etre of the separate house 
is to get away from the living habits and cooking smells and 
inquisitive eyes of other people. The nuisance of snow shoveling 
and of being your own janitor can be more than offset if you 
achieve the advantages of privacy. But if your neighbors can 
observe what you are serving on your terrace, your home is not 
really your castle. If you can’t walk out in negligee, to pick a 
flower before breakfast without being seen from the street or by 
the neighbors, you have not fully developed the possibilities of 
good living. On the next 32 pages you will see how other people 


have gained privacy in ways you may want to use.

Is there a Picture 


in your Picture Window? 


Misuse of a very good idea is turning American 
houses into fish bowls and unwittingly robbing people

mericans have a terrifying predilection for fads. 

If Mrs. Jones has a feather on her hat, then all 
the other ladies want feathers on their hats. Shortly. 
everybody is sick to death of feathers. 

The picture window is becoming a fad, House 
BEAUTIFUL notes with alarm. An idea that is basically 
sound is being used without reason and with frighten- 
ing abandon in old and new houses—just as ladies 
scramble to put feathers on their hats. Before a good 
idea is ruined, House BEAUTIFUL must lift its voice 
in protest, plead that you remember what a picture 
window is supposed to do for a house and its occupants. 

A picture window should not~be a “show window” 
in which to display furniture. It is not a style trick 
like a shutter or a cornice. It is a device to let in light 
and sun and a view. It should not turn a house into 
a gold fish bowl. This means that if a picture window 
is called for on the street side of a house (by reason 
of needing light and sun), some screening should be 
installed at some point in the front yard to block the 
view from the street. 

Curtains and Venetian blinds don’t solve the picture 
window problem either. For if a big window is installed 
to gain light, you reduce your net gain if you cover 
the glass with light-blocking material. 

Above all, a picture window is supposed to bring in 
a view. In no man’s language is the street considered 
a view. So-o-o0-0, if you do need more light on the 
street side of the house, don’t give up your privacy 
to get it. When a big window goes in, some kind ot 


eye-stopper should go in at the same time. 


By extending the living room floor into a deck and by 
putting a solid railing at its outer edge, the Silveys see 
ocean but not cars. Glass wall cost them no privacy.

Imost any city you can think of has whole neighborhoods 

of houses like these two. They’re often structurally sound, 
well-located and cheap to buy. The big trouble is that they're 
crowded so close to each other and to the street that they offer 
you the privacy of a gold fish bowl. Yet see what a little imagi- 
nation can do in selecting and remodeling such a house. The 
G. A. Gerbers bought this corner house in a Pennsylvania town. 
Then the architect performed some very skillful surgery. He 
stripped off the old front porch, threw a brick wall around the 
front corner of the lot, and brought in soil to raise the garden 
level up to that of the main floor. 

You can see the result on the facing page. Instead of looking 
at cars, pedestrians, and other peoples’ front porches, the Gerbers 
now look out on their own walled garden. And nobody looks in 
at them. This new garden gives them a pleasant outdoor sitting 
area for much of the year. It’s tile paved for dry footing, par- 
tially roofed for shade and shower-protection. For an idea of

Nee yard really can’t be called living space until you 
have provided for needed privacy. Even if your lot is 
narrow, and your neighbors’ houses tall and close to your lot 
lines, privacy can be created. The four gardens shown here 
prove it. 

What must you do to haye privacy in an established 
neighborhood ? 

There are three kinds of solutions—all with many vari- 
ables. If you have enough space, use trees and shrubs as 
your screening device. But don’t plant in rows—stagger them 
in informal groupings. The taller your trees need to be, the 
more underplantings of shrubs you will need to fill in the 
thin places around the trunks. This requires depth. A good, 
thick tree-and-shrub screen uses up about 15 to 25 feet. (See 
case history at left.) 

If you haven't this much space, use hedges, walls, or 
fences on or near the property line. Such architectural solu- 
tions are generally handsomer if you put informal planting 
in front. (And, don’t forget how your fence looks from your 
neighbor's side! Ask him how he'd like the fence to look on 
his side. See “Good Fences Make Good Neighbors,” pages 
52-55. ) 

Third privacy solution works only if you have a change of 
grade between you and the thing you are screening out. But 
if you have it, you’re in luck, for it can be manipulated in 
wonderful ways. (See solution upper right, opposite page. 


Other ideas on page 52.) 


When a new house 
stares you in the face 


One family screened off a new house 
which rose just 20 feet from their side 
line, with trees and shrubs. Since neither 
sun nor summer breeze was involved in 
solving this particular problem, big pines 
were moved in and planted as a year- 
round eye-stopper. Pines were tall enough 
for the job because new house was down- 
hill. They were underplanted at bases with 
broadleaf evergreens to thicken screening. 
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When you dig down for privacy, as the 
Roy Davidsons did, you get a sunken garden 
plus privacy. Problem was to shield the gar- 
den from the street. Nearby house shades the 
garden, so white paving was practical. Open-

f you are building on a small plot, there’s no 

reason why you, too, can’t shut out the world 
and enjoy such privacy riches as Mrs. Hopkins’s 
60’ x 100’ “estate” gives her. 

But you can’t build such inherent privacy into 
your home if you insist upon a traditional four- 
square house plan with a front lawn exposed to 
the street and a back yard open to the neighbors. 
Don’t demand that your main living rooms and 
your entry door must face the front of your lot. 
If you do, you may be frittering away valuable 
land for mere show, publicizing instead of seclud- 
ing the only land available for outdoor living. 

Privacy presupposes enclosure. So investigate 
the less familiar, irregularly shaped plans: L-, 
T-. and U-shape, for instance. For their angles or 
curves naturally create enclosed pockets of poten- 
tial outdoor living space. They also allow you to 
climate-control your site more flexibly so as to 
manipulate the effects of sun and prevailing winds. 
(See a U-shape house on the following page.) 

Start enclosing your land as close to the street 
line as the law allows. The plan on the preceding 
page shows you how all four boundary lines have 
been utilized so that there is no wasted, purely 
“background” space in front of or behind the 
house. Fence, garage, and L-shape house bound 
the plot on three sides; thick, high plantings out- 
line the fourth. The entire heart of the lot is thus 
freed to make the inviolately private outdoor 


room you see here.

you need to be realistic about two new developments in our 
national living habits. These two facts which did not exist 
ten or fifteen years ago are deeply interwoven with the 
privacy issue. They are: the pronounced trend to big glass 
windows and the general acceptance of outdoor living. 
Each one, by itself, increases the need for privacy. But 
together they add up to an absolute necessity. These two 
new developments in our way of living indicate how and 
where and what you must do to create privacy. These new 
necessities make obsolete many of our previously well- 
established land-use practices. 

To have privacy outdoors, as well as indoors behind 
big pieces’ of glass, means a screen at the property line. 
This screen can be a fence, wall, hedge, shrubbery or 
any combination of these. But above all, it should be on 
the property line, or as close to the line as local real estate 
restrictions will permit. More space between house and 
screen means more distance to provide garden vistas, ter- 
races, and spaciousness. The farther away from the house 


you put screening, the more square feet of use you'll have of

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How to use 
Plants as Screens 


by John Grant 


ree-growing trees and shrubs can and 
should be used for privacy far more fre- 
quently than they usually are. The big point is 
in knowing how to do this. The diagram (below, 
left) shows one way to group free-growing 
trees and shrubs for maximum privacy on a 
typical city lot, and at the same time give an 
illusion of spaciousness. (The back yard 
sketched below is 50’ x 40’.) Variations of this 
type of treatment are unlimited, but in working 
out such a scheme watch the following points: 
1. Be sure to use bold curves. One common 
weakness of this type of planting as it is usual- 
ly practiced is illustrated in the diagram below, 
right. The curves are much too flat—presenting 
feeble variations on the rectangular lines of the 
back yard. It is true that there are more square 
feet of lawn and less of shrubs, but actually the 
area as a whole will look smaller than in the 
correct solution. The curves are such an inef- 
fective attempt to camouflage the lines of the 
lot that they make the smallness of the lot more 
apparent. Note that in the correct solution the 
curves are so arranged that a bold outcurve 
corresponds to a receding bay across from it. 
This important point has great bearing upon 
achieving a sense of spaciousness. Outcurves 
opposite outcurves would pinch the area into 
virtually three separate sections. Corresponding 
curves, however, give a sense of great 
spaciousness. 
These curves, when supported by banks of 
trees and shrubs, create the structure of the 
garden. The succeeding points bring out how 


this may be done. (Continued on page 90)

Both privacy and climate control should start at 
your lot line. Use such double-duty fences

Ideal way to get privacy from street without giving up breezes.

ences are your best line of defense against both winds 
and prying eyes. Build them according to these principles 
and you can really have your cake and eat it too. For most 
efficient cooling, keep the louvers vertical, and not more than 
eight inches wide. Slant them with your prevailing wind. 
Round holes in the fence don’t let in as much air. but they 
actually boost its force. This may be important to you if 
your summer breeze is usually sluggish. More about breeze 
control in W. Langewiesche’s story on pages 70-71. 
Horizontal louvers aren’t recommended. They either shoot 
the wind up and over your garden or they bang it against 
the ground and cause a pile-up of air that whips dust around 


and doesn’t do much cooling except in that dust pocket.

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Plants for the shady side 


of your lence 


by Edwin F. Steffek 


f you want to put up a fence for privacy, or to make a wind- 
il break or sun pocket, don’t let the shade created along the fence 
stop you from gardening: there. Actually, you can-grow almost as 
many kinds of plants in the shade as you can in the sun. Many 
plants thrive only in shady places. Maybe a whole new type of 
gardening will open for you. 

Tuberous begonias, for example, grow best in shady spots 
(color photographs on opposite page). So do hosta, doronicum, 
columbine, monkshood—and even daylilies thrive in shade, al- 
though we think of them as plants for sunny, hot spots. Primroses 
do well in damp, shady places. Lily-of-the-valley is a good ground 
cover for shade, as are small ferns. Silvery-gray artemisias also 
do well. Foxgloves are among the very best plants for shade, but 
you do have to sow some each year for bloom the next. 

And don’t forget the bulbs: crocus, grape hyacinths, tulips 
(both early and late kinds), daffodils. scillas, troutlilies, trilliums, 
winter aconite, camassias, and lilies. 

If you need tall plants, camellias are excellent, but, of course, 
you can grow them only where the winters are mild. Elsewhere, 
depend upon flowering dogwood (except in alkaline soil regions), 
redbud, February daphne, firethorn (wonderful fruit color), 
fothergilla, and witch hazel. Where broadleaf evergreens do well, 
rhododendrons supply a lot of color: reds. pinks. white, and 
lavender (even yellow and bluish tones in the Northwest). Out of 
season, they still give handsome, shiny leaves. Then you can 


plant mountain laurel, azaleas, pieris to stretch the color.

le. famous South-Florida climate is powerful stuff. They 
had a big real estate boom down there in the twenties, 
so big it made the history books. It was, of course. a phenom- 
enon of mass psychology, like all booms. But the driving force 
behind it was that climate. The climate hits every visitor, 
sooner or later, with the sudden thought: “Why just visit? 
Why don't I live here?” Sooner or later, if you go there in 
winter, you are bound to start thinking about buying a 
house in Florida. 

While you are at it, take the advice of Florida architects. 
Make yours a year-round house. People build winter houses, 
and then find they stay longer each year. Finally, they go away 
only for the two hottest months, or not at all. So, you might 
as well plan on it. 

Besides, you may not be there in summer. But your house 


has to stay and take the summer weather. You have to build 


it in some respects as an all-year house anyway. Otherwise, it - 


will rot away fast, or the termites will eat it. So you might as 
well go all the way. Build it not only to stand the summer, 


but to be comfortable in’ the summer. 


Not So Hot 


The Florida summer is not as hot as you might think, seeing 
how warm the winter is. Some people complain about the heat. 
But, then, I’ve heard them complain on the Maine Coast. In 
Florida you have a mental hazard: “Here I’m spending the 
summer, like a fool, practically in the tropics. Im bound to 


suffer terribly from the heat.” But it doesn't get as hot in

Miami as it does in New York, or Columbus. Ohio. or St. Louis. 

We can prove that. We are not the Oldest Living Inhabitant 
of Miami. But we have the weather charts made by Dr. Paul 
A. Siple for House BEAuTIFUL’s Climate Control Project. Siple 
is not the Oldest Inhabitant either. He is Geographer for the 
Army’s General Staff. 


The Army Way 


His weather charts are based on Weather Bureau records. 
They are the sort of thing a general might need in planning 
a military campaign. A general might ask: “Can my tanks 
move over this terrain in April? Can my troops safely drink 
from the local streams? Can they move under cover of fog?” 

For us, Siple answers the sort of questions an architect and 
a house owner ask (or ought to ask): “When it is hot in 
Miami, say, at 4 P.M. on an August day, where is the breeze 
from? Just where in the sky is the sun? How do the shadows 
fall? What’s the humidity? What chance of rain?” 

Siple then writes recommendations for the kind of roof. 
windows, etc. that such weather calls for. Siple’s weather charts 
and building recommendations are available to architects, or 
anybody else, through this magazine. This article only skims 
the cream off his stuff—just enough to show you what you get 
when you really look at a climate, and really try to fit a house 
to it. This article is also based on talks with T. Trip Russell of 
Robert Law Weed Associates in Miami, and with Wahl Snyder. 
Miami architect. Many of the ideas come from both sources. 
Siple’s from scientific reasoning and the architect’s from on- 
the-spot study, and they add up to remarkably similar con- 
clusions. 

Back to the Florida summer. The official thermometer goes 
above 90 degrees in Miami on only six days in the average 
year. It goes above 90 degrees in Columbus, Ohio, on 20 days. 
Main reason: South Florida lies in the Trade Winds. The air 
flowing over it has just crossed a thousand miles of ocean. 


The ocean surface south of Bermuda (Continued on page 72)

is about 80 degrees the year round. So the 
ocean keeps the air cool in summer, warm in 
winter. This same current of air later curves 
around and flows into the U. S. as a southwest 
wind. It is the summer air we get in New York, 
Columbus, and St. Louis. But by that time it 
has traveled for hundreds of miles over sun- 
baked corn fields and cotton fields that are 
perhaps 120 to 140 degrees hot. It has heated 


up. So, the summers are hotter further north. 


The land of clouds 


Clouds also help to keep Florida summers 
from getting too hot. Florida clouds are mostly 
the billowy kind, not dreary, gray overcasts. 
Even when they cover most of the sky, you still 
feel the weather is good; and you see blue sky 
somewhere. But they do give you shade part 
of almost every hour. There are more of these 
clouds in summer than in winter. They build 
up thickest just during the hottest part of the 
day. This is quite different from the Middle 
West, where the hot season is also mercilessly 


clear, the cold season cloudy. 


The path of the sun 


Also, Florida summer days are about one 
hour shorter than summer days in Columbus, 
Ohio. The sun rises and sets rather quickly, in 
the style of the tropics. It rises nearly straight 
up, sets nearly straight down. Further north, 
the sun slants down low across the western sky 
for hours. In those hours it delivers a final, 


terrific wallop of heat against your west wall. 


Count the sunny hours 


Net result of all this: Miami gets only 25 per 
cent. more hours of sunshine in July than it 
gets in February. Columbus, Ohio, gets 150 
per cent. more hours of sunshine in July than 
in February. 

But let’s admit this: You get no cool spells 
in the Florida summer. From June to Septem- 
ber, the thermometer goes into the upper 80’s 
just about every day, and the nights seldom get 
cooler than 75 degrees. So the heat is not ex- 


cessive, but it is mighty steady. 


Sun control 


A Florida house must, therefore, miss no 
trick in fending off the summer sun. Siple’s

The Snyders have “‘field-tested” this year-round 
house for two years. They know, now, that Climate 
Control does pay big dividends in comfortable 
living. For comfort in Florida means strict at- 
tention to climate (where weather seems much 
more benign to the winter visitor than it really is). 

Since he was designing the house for his own 
family, architect Snyder had no prejudices but 
his own to worry about. So he was able to use a 
series of devices for manipulating this climate 
in his favor. 

As you can see, few of these devices were ex- 
pensive in themselves. They involved the right 
ult and color for the roof, the exact size and 
shape of a window, the correct disposition of 


rooms with reference to path of sun and wind. 


Snyder’s advice on the glare problem 


DON’T expect any old overhang to exclude 
glare, even if it does cut out direct sun’s rays. 
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DO design your overhang to cut out most of 
the sky; make deciduous planting do the rest.

charts show for Miami a summer-sun fact of 
great importance: Don't think of the south 
side as the sunny side. Late in June, when the 
sun is at its highest, its position at 12:20 (local 
noon) is almost exactly overhead. It rises at 
about 5:30 A.M. quite a bit north of East. It 
starts shining against the north side and the 
east side of your house. At 10:20, it is exactly 
east of your house, high in the sky. During the 
next four hours it is, by just a hair, in the 
southern sky. But it is so high overhead that 
its rays do not hit the south wall of your house 
at much of an angle. At 2:20 p.m., the sun is 
exactly west, high in the sky; and from then 
on until it sets a little after 7:00, it shines on 
the west wall and again on the north wall of 
your house. So, in summer, your north wall 
gets more sun, and gets it at a more effective 
angle than your south wall does. But the real 
power of the sun hits your east and west walls 
and your roof. 

This means a lot of things. First, you need 
big roof overhangs, east and west, to shade 
your east and west walls against the hot sun of 
midmorning and the even hotter sun of mid- 
afternoon. It means you can have big windows 
toward the south. You need not fear that they 
will catch too much sun in summer. It also 
means that you can fend off much summer sun- 


shine by vertical ribs as well as roof overhangs. 





You would use those ribs on the north side of 


your house mostly to keep the late afternoon 
sun off your walls. Think, for example, of a 
kitchen, a children’s bedroom, a dining room 
that might have a north wall. Those shading 
ribs might make the difference between com- 
fort and discomfort. Russell has used such ribs 
in his striking new lecture hall for the Univer- 
sity of Miami, where his problem was to keep 
low morning sun from heating the north wall.

termites, mildew, and 
rust. The Snyder house 
is designed to minimize the damage of all three. 
Its foundations, floors, and exterior walls are all 
of concrete, as shown in the diagram above. No 
wood is used anywhere near the ground; and where 
it is used, it is cypress, treated against rot and 
termites. To avoid condensation on cement tile 
floors, they are kept near air temperature by pass- 
ing an airwash under them. To avoid moulds and 
mildew, the whole house is bathed in moving air. 
The one exception is in the closets. Here the archi- 
tect has found that clothing (especially woolens) 
picks up moisture from the humid air. Hence his 
closets are unventilated. Each is equipped with 
a small electric heater, turned on when necessary. 

Rust and corrosion are minimized by using 
only those metals that are not attacked by moist, 


salt air. Insect screens, for example, are bronze. 
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Here are some devices for Florida comfort: (1) White-surfaced roofs 
with thermal insulation and wide overhangs to beat tropic sun and 
& rain. (2) Big windows to windward, smaller clerestories to leeward, 
for good ventilation. (3) Continuous insect screening, free of windows. 
(4) Floors raised above surrounding hedges, shrubbery. (5) Under- 
floor ventilation (screened) to prevent condensation, mildew, etc. 


More to a good window than meets the eye 


The whole east wall of the Snyder house is 
a line of windows (see below). They extend 
from floor to ceiling and from wall to wall. 
In cool weather they form a glass wall that 
lets in morning sun (right). In hot weather, 
they fold back, accordion fashion, to open 
one whole side of each room to the summer 
breeze (right, below). A continuous over- 
hang protects them from sun, glare, rains. 
Wing walls between each room give indi- 
vidual privacy. And the loggias thus created 
are insect-screened along their outer edge 
(the screening being stitched together like 
fabric to avoid frames). Since this face of the 
building looks across the Snyders’ own lawn 
to a heavy planting of trees and shrubs, the 
rooms all have privacy. This window solution 
enables the Snyders so say truthfully that 
they’ve got their climate under control.

Overhangs 


You need big roof overhangs, not only as 
shields against direct sun rays, but also against 
sky radiation. Sun heat comes at you not only 
from the sun direct, but also from the clouds 


and haze aloft: the whole sky radiates heat at 





you. This effect is not peculiar to Florida. But 
it is especially strong there because the air 
aloft is so moist. The little particles of moisture 
catch the sun heat, and bounce it down at you. 
You may get sun heat from the East when the 
sun is in the West. A window through which 
you can see too much sky will, therefore, col- 
lect heat, even if the sun is not shining directly 
into it. And with that heat glare comes light 
glare. Architect Wahl Snyder points out that 
everybody in Miami owns sunglasses. Your 
house needs glare protection, too. You want 


to pull your roof well down, as a shield. 


The white roof 


Your roof must be white. The white color 
throws much of the sun heat back into the sky 
before it ever gets into the roof. This is one 
climate control idea that is universally accepted 
in Florida right now. For a flier, white roofs, 
festive, cheerful, and clean, are the sign of 
Florida. Insulation also is a must, of course, 
but insulation alone, without the white color, 


would finally get hot. 


How to use the sun 

Many Floridians use their roofs as water 
heaters. Essentially, all you do is lay a flat 
water tank on your roof. You paint it black to 
make it absorb more heai—just the opposite 
of the white roof. It gives you the hottest 
water. of course, in the evening. It’s not so hot 
for your morning shower. But it saves fuel 
money. And you get rid of the water heater

The wet roof 


Another sun-control trick is still in the ex- 
perimental stage: the damp roof. This is a 
version of the roof sprinkler you might use in 
other climates. In the Florida summer you get 
so many showers that you need no sprinklers; 
you get a welcome roof cooling from them any- 
way about once a day. The new idea is this: 
You cover your roof with a spongy substance. 
During a shower, such a roof soaks itself full 
of water. Then it stays damp for hours after- 
ward, and the evaporation of water off its sur- 


face keeps it cool. 


The double roof 


Dr. Siple suggests a double roof. The top 
roof takes the sun. Underneath it is an open 
air space so the wind can blow through. Under- 
neath that is the real roof of the house. (You 
insulate the real roof, not the top one.) This 


double roof is very effective. It’s essentially an

umbrella held over the house. They used to use 
it in the desert country of the Southwest in the 
days before insulation. Somehow it has been 
forgotten. Siple suggests that you might make 
the top roof flat and use it as a sun-deck. You 
would hardly use it as such, of course, in the 
daytime in summer. It would be too hot to 
touch. But you could use it after sundown. It 
might be screened in against mosquitoes. Up 
there you would be high enough to catch every 
bit of evening breeze. And you would use it for 
sun bathing in the winter.

A. a result of stimulus given to climatological research by the House 
Beautiful Climate Control Project, the newly established Building Research Ad- 
visory Board, an agency of the National Research Council, will devote a two-day 
Research Correlating Conference to the subject of climate and building construc- 


tion, January 11] and 12. 


The Conference will be held at the headquarters of the National Acad- 


emy of Sciences in Washington and will be attended by nearly 200 invited scien- 
tists, engineers and architects who have made outstanding contributions to 
climatological and building research. 

Featured speakers will be House Beautiful’s climate consultants, Dr. 
Paul A. Siple and Dr. Helmut E. Landsberg, who will present the scientific data 
assembled for the Climate Control Project and who will also appear on the dis- 
cussion panels dealing with basic weather data and its relationship to building 
materials, design and construction, and heating and ventilation. Among other 
notable speakers will be Dr. Arnold Court, of the Army Quartermaster Corps, 
who has assisted Dr. Siple, Dr. Francis W. Reichelderfer, Chief of the U. S.

The items under Occupancy Ex- 
penditures are taken from the spe- 
cial Service Account. This particu- 
lar account is very elastic as to the 
number and kind of expenses it 
may be stretched to cover. It 
should at least include such items 
as heating and cooking fuel, elec- 
tric current, and water. It can 
be used also to include miscella- 
neous, hard-to-classify ownership 
expenses, such as the Neighbor- 
hood Association charge. 

The items in the Annual Sum- 
mary under Ownership Expendi- 
tures are, with the single excep- 
tion of the Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation charge, all taken from the 
special accounts described in the 
previous articles in this series. 

In the illustrative summary, 
these ownership expenditures are 
arranged so as to group together 
at the end of the list the three 
kinds of expenditures which add 
to or restore the owner’s invest- 
ment—amortization of the mort- 
gage loan, replacements. and im- 
provements—and also to keep the 
various financing expenditures 
grouped together. 

In preparing the Annual Sum- 
mary, totals should be computed 
at the year end for each column 
in each of the special accounts 
for taxes, insurance, mortgage 
payments, maintenance, replace- 
ments, capital improvements, and 
service expenses. These annual 
totals have already been shown in 
each account, including the Month- 
ly Cash Account. 

In some cases, especially the 
Mortgage Account and the Service 
Account, it is the totals from sepa- 
rate columns which will be sum- 
marized in the Annual Summary 
rather than the total for the en- 
tire account. Even for other ac-

I ask the gals to help clear away 
the soup cups while I put on the 
casserole and asparagus and brew 
the spaghetti. 

Most of the work for the veal 
casserole can be done the morning 
of the dinner.

Have the butcher slice the veal 
very thin. No matter how carefully 
it is done, I always seem to have 
to cut out all the sinews and fat. 
Cut the slices in small pieces. about 
2 by 3 inches. Brown in_ butter. 
This takes quite a bit of time. 
When it is done, put meat in an 
earthenware casserole that has a 
cover. Meanwhile, lightly brown 
the minced garlic and remove from 
pan. Put it in a separate dish for 
the moment. Pour off remaining 
butter to use when you do the spa- 
ghetti. Melt the tomato preserves 
slowly. then add the white wine 
and vermouth. In stirring. be sure 
to get up all the brown from the 
bottom of pan. 

Pour the chicken broth into the 
electric blender. add three level 
tablespoons of flour, and whiz up 
for a few seconds. Slowly add this 
to the wine and tomato preserves. 
Put on low heat. add parsley, and 
stir until it begins to thicken. Stir 
in garlic and pour over the veal. 
Set the casserole in a cool place. 
Two hours before you are ready to 
serve it, put it in a cold oven, set 
temperature control at 275° F. and 
turn the heat on low. You do not 
have to worry about it again until 
time to eat. Some like the addition 
of mushrooms. but that is up ‘to 
you. Personally, | like just the veal.

Mash garlic and onion in mortar 
with a pestle. add sugar, mash some 
more. then add salt, pepper. pap- 
rika, and Beau Monde, and mix 
well.

Stir this 
and slowly add the oil, stirring 
vigorously all the while. Store in 
a bottle and shake well before 
using. The dressing improves with 
a day or two of standing. 


Spaghetti is such a fun dish. I 
have prepared it many ways, and 
one of these days I’m going to pull 
myself together and write them 
all down. The only trouble is that 
I like it so much that I never know 
when to stop eating it. This par- 
ticular recipe was made in our 
kitchen years ago by a Sicilian 
friend of ours named Angelo. The 
children are always asking. “Mom- 
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my, when may we have Angelo’s 
spaghetti?” So we have named it 
after him. I hope ‘I can explain 
the technique so that you can get 
the picture of how it is done. 


Spaghetti Angelo 

10 ounces of spaghetti 

8 eggs (one per person) 

34 cup grated cheese (Parmesan or what- 
ever cheese you like. If you use “‘rat- 
trap” cheese, allow a heaping cup) 

2 heaping tablespoons chopped parsley 

1 teaspoon salt 


YW teaspoon Java Cracked Pepper 


1 
1% pound butter 
1 clove garlic, finely minced 
1 large shallot, finely minced, or 


1 tablespoon chopped onion 


The only disadvantage of this 
dish is the fact that it must be 
prepared just before eating. You 
will have to finish eating your soup 
first and then go out to whip up 
the spaghetti. But you can make 
the process quicker if you chop 
enough parsley, garlic, and onion 
for the spaghetti early in the day 
when you're chopping it for the 
other dishes. Store in the refriger- 
ator. 

Just before serving the soup, put 
the spaghetti into boiling, salted 
water. If you use coil spaghetti, 
be sure to stir it once or twice. 
If you use long spaghetti, put one 
end in boiling water, and as it 
softens gently press down until it 
coils around the pot. In this way 
you do not break the spaghetti. 
Drop in a lump of butter, put the 
lid on slantwise and let the spa- 
ghetti boil according to directions, 
or about 20 minutes. Break the 8 
eggs into a bowl. 

Have on low heat your largest 
frying pan with the butter and any 
butter drippings left from the veal 
dish (if there were any) and put 
in the parsley. garlic, shallot, salt, 
and pepper. Pour the beaten eggs 
in the pan, then add the cheese. 
Stir constantly until the cheese is 
melted. This is the tricky part of 
the dish, for the eggs must not 
cook. If they do, the dish becomes 
a fancy scrambled-egg number. As 
soon as the cheese is melted, drain 
the spaghetti and put the hot spa- 
ghetti into the egg mixture and 
stir as if you were mixing a salad, 
lifting it up with spoon and fork. 
After it is well mixed, pour at 
once into a hot serving dish and 
take to the table. 

As I have said before, the gals 
can bring out the soup cups and 
put on the table the casserole of 
veal and the asparagus as you are 
whipping up the sauce for the spa-

Cream of Asparagus Soup 
Juice from the canned asparagus 
1 can chicken broth 
1% cups milk 
1% teaspoon curry powder 


1% clove garlic, minced 
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3 slices onion from small onion, finely 


minced 
1 pat butter 


Melt butter in pan, add curry 
powder, and stir until dissolved, 
add onion and garlic until lightly 
browned, then add the other ingre- 
dients. Bring nearly to a boil and 
serve. 

In my travels I have found many 
cooks preparing simply delectable 
dishes, but unfortunately the choice 
of the menu has not been good.

able. I have formed a theory that 
some of the basic seasonings of a 
dinner must tie in. For instance, 
in this dinner we have the same 
basic seasonings in two or three 
dishes. The white wine is the same 
used in both the soup and the veal. 
The tarragon flavor is also in the 
soup and the asparagus. You can’t 
overdo this, of course, or you’ get 
too much of one flavor, but you 
don’t want too many varied ones, 
either.

| As a general rule, the height of 


mature planting should be about 
11% times the width of the bed. For 
example. when the bed is 10 feet

3. Since the bold outcurves au- 
tomatically become the high points 
in your planting, plant the widest.

4. If it is not possible to screen 
out everything objectionable from 
all points in the garden, decide on 
the most important spots to have 
privacy. This may be the view of 
the living room windows or an out- 
door terrace. It is almost always 
possible to arrange the screening

5. Note that high points or out- 
curves are not used at the corners 
of the lot.

6, The bold outcurve by itself 
won't give depth and spaciousness 
unless it is strongly supported by 
high and relatively heavy planting.

It’s damp 


So far. so good! All very simple! 
Now comes the big “But.” Florida 
summer heat is humid. The Trade 
Wind is full of ocean moisture. The 
ground is damp. the foliage in your 
garden has drops on it, your things 
are wet. Dew is heavy on summer 
mornings. A thunderstorm will 
drench your house every other day. 
on the average. during July and 
August. And you will have innu- 
merable showers. Then, spattered 
raindrops shed a sort of water- 
dust—tiny droplets that float in 
the air and get in your things. 
Much of Florida is swamp and big 
warm lakes. Everywhere the un- 
derground water is close to the 
surface. Well, you get the idea! 
It’s damp! 

How damp your heat is deter- 
mines how you feel. how you live. 
how you dress, and how you should 
build your house. It can be tough 
on your house. It breeds bacteria, 
fungus. insects that attack wood. 
It can be tough on your things. 
Metals rust: woolens and leather 
pick up mildew. Blankets, draper- 
ies. clothes that you store away 
carelessly—you won't love them 
in December as you did in May. 

And it can be tough on you. Dr. 
Siple says there is a definite, sharp 
limit to the heat and humidity 
one can take with any comfort. 
Once it gets beyond that, no trick 
clothing. no fancy housing can 
make you feel right. Well, the 
Florida. summer does go beyond 
that limit part of the time. But 
most of the time, it stays just be- 
low that limit. This means you 
can make yourself comfortable, if 
you know how. But if you make 
mistakes. it’s tough on you. 


They know how to dress 


You want nothing hot near you 
—no water heater, no hot roof, no 
sun-heated wall. no glaring ter- 
race. Architect Wahl Snyder says 
you want to draw the air into the 
house across a shaded lawn. You 
will want to go very easy on work. 
even the so-called “light work” of 
housekeeping. Men are more sure 
than women that the Florida sum- 
mer is okay. even without air con- 
ditioning. Men don’t cook. You 
want to plan the kitchen for the 
least possible heat spillage and 
heat radiation. You want it breezy, 
and you want a type of kitchen 
range that isn’t bothered at all by 
a lusty puff of wind. 


Most of all, you want breeze. 
Florida summer air has almost no 
cooling power because it is both 
warm and moist. (Hot air that’s 
dry. say Arizona summer air. can 
have great cooling power, because 
it picks moisture off your skin so 
fast. In the desert. a puff of wind 
feels almost cold.) So, to keep 
you cool, lots of air must flow 
past your skin every minute. It 
must flow over all of you, pick 
off a little heat everywhere. Florida 
people dress accordingly. Speak- 
ing with the customary exaggera- 
tion, you'd say no man in Florida 
wears a coat, a necktie. or a hat 
all summer long: all women wear 
sunback, sleeveless dresses. Every 
driver uses those straw back rests 
that let air get in between you 
and the seat. 

Florida summer air is quite op- 
pressive when it is still. In mo- 
tion, it is very pleasant. It is. after 
all. just like that South Sea Island 
people sometimes dream about. It’s 
balmy, soothing. relaxing. A puff 
of wind doesn’t chill you. It ca- 
resses you. If your skin is damp, 
you don’t feel clammy. Nobody in 
Miami bothers to come in out of a 
little rain. Your cotton clothes 
won't get hurt. and damp clothes 
don’t feel chilly. All this has prob- 
ably a deep effect on your nervous 
system. You don’t feel a desire for 
shelter and enclosure the way you 
do in less balmy climates. It 
washes out the difference _ be- 
tween indoors and outdoors. The 
world around you seems more 
friendly. You are more relaxed. 
The future seems less important, 
the present more so. Florida sum- 
mer air is good for worriers. 


The breeze is the thing 


You want to design your Florida 
house the way you pick your 
clothes: Wash everything with air. 
You want breeze through your 
rooms. breeze through your closets. 
Siple says you should ventilate the 
insides of wall. floor, and ceiling 
structures. Architect Snyder is 
against the customary use of plas- 
ter. with an air space between the 
plaster and the wall proper. He 
says. “Don’t have any spaces that 
are not ventilated.” In Florida, the

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And, if the breeze were slight, 
the draperies would block it. So. 
it makes an extra-big difference 
in Florida what’s east and south 
of you; who can see you; what you 
look at. Obviously. you would pre- 
fer a lot that has the street on the 
north or west.

There’s no rea- 
son why they should be used only 
in the traditional way: only in 
windows or doors, only horizontal, 
only in customary size.

You can 
build them of stone or glass. You 
can have them straight or curved. 
movable or fixed. You can have a 
whole louvered wall: you can have 
a louvered garden wall. (There’s a 
whole article on this subject on 
page 60.) The idea is always the 
same: Air will flow around a slight 
corner. but light goes straight. So. 
you can let breeze through, but 
stop the eye. 


Wind control 
| Another problem of the wide-

There is a big idea in this—a 
general idea that applies to all 
climates. When air flows through 
a house, it flows fast through a 
small window, slowly through a 


big one.

Now, if it comes in by a small 
window. goes out through a big 
one. you have this effect: It comes 
in fast, as a sharp jet: it blows 
deep into the room. It may blow 
over lamps, pick up papers. and be 
generally rambunctious.

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For rain control, you might in 
the first place use floor coverings 
that can stand a slight wetting; 
ditto draperies, window walls, etc. 
You get much help from the wide, 
deep roof overhang that you need 
anyway for sun and glare control. 
The awning-type window is gain- 
ing in popularity for each pane 
shields the opening right below it. 


Insect screening also helps, 
strange as that may sound. Those 
wide-open rooms’ don’t have 


screens right in their openings. 
Instead, you screen in a portion of 
rhe terrace or garden outside, with 
1 screen ceiling and screen walls, 
making it an extension of the room. 
Well, when the raindrops hit that 
screening, the force of their slant- 
ng fall is broken; they then drop 
more nearly straight down. But 
perhaps the best rain control comes 
from the wind control scheme 
liscussed above—big inlets, small 
yutlets. Don’t let air rush into the 
1ouse in rambunctious jets, but let 
t come in gently; then it won't 
ylow the rain in so much. 


Closets 


Closets have a special ventilation 
yroblem. You need two kinds: one, 
irtight; the other, ventilated. The 
irtight ones you use for things 
‘ou’re putting away. The ventilated 
mes for things you are using. In 
he airtight one, you still have to 
ise a “Damp Chaser.” This is an 
lectric heating rod. It puts out a 
ery mild heat, so you can safely 
ay it right among your. things. By 
eating the air, it makes it drier. 
Now, if you have dry air inside a 
loset. moist air outside, you have 
o take care to keep the water vapor 
rom seeping in. Through an or- 
lary brick or plaster wall, for 
xample, water vapor would seep 
s easily as if there were no wall 
t all.

This 
means, of course, that it also has 
to be lined with a vapor-proof 
material. 


Condensation, alias dew 


So, building our Florida house 
from the roof down, we need a big

walls that are wide open to the 
breeze and yet control the breeze. 
Now. what about 
foundation ? 

You want no basement. It would 


sun-resisting roof; 


only be moist, from both the high | 
ground-water level and condensa- | 


tion. To put the house on a con- 
crete slab may not be the best idea 
either. It also is likely to cause 
condensation. You know how an 
iced drink, in any climate. makes 
water form on the outside of the 


glass. Siple’s weather charts show | 


that the summer air in Florida is 
so moist, it doesn’t take an _ice- 
cold surface to make condensation. 
Anything cooler than 70 degrees is 
likely to “sweat.” Your founda- 
tions, stone or concrete floors and 
walls may get that cool almost any 
night. The night air gets down to 
only about 75 degrees. But at night 
the ground is always cooler than 
the air. So, in the morning your 
walls and floor are likely to be 
covered by a film of microscopical- 
ly small water droplets. 


Don’t use bulk 


Snyder says, therefore, don’t use | 


big, heavy masses of stone or con- 
crete for walls or floors. They 
would hold heat or cold too long. 
Use thin stone slabs, no more than 
two inches thick. Be sure the un- 
derside, as well as the top side, is 
washed by plenty of air, so that it 
can quickly warm up in the morn- 
ing as the air warms up. 


Wash it with air 

It is the same idea again: Wash 
everything with air. And the same 
goes for a wooden house: Get air 
underneath. Wood, too close to the 
moist ground, surrounded by stag- 
nant. moist air, would rot quickly. 
Siple says put your house on stone 
or concrete pillars. To keep the 


under-house air space dry. shape 


the earth into a slight hill. so rain | 


water can drain off if any 
blown in there during a shower. 
Make sure that the rain water off 
the roof does not seep into this 
under-house space.

BEHIND THE HOE 


SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH is seldom aimed at 
problems of the amateur gardener. yet many 
benefits come our way. No story of practical 
garden applications developing from fundamen- 
tal research is more fascinating than that of 
the growth-regulating chemicals or plant hor- 
mones as they are often called. This story was 
the subject of a recent three-day symposium I 
attended on the beautiful campus of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. Some of the highlights 
may interest you. 


WHY PLANTS TURN TOWARD THE LIGHT. 
Charles Darwin, who was an able botanist aside 
from his research on evolution. was among the 
first to study why leaves turn toward light. He 
thought there must be some chemical control. 
but it wasn’t until a few years ago that this was 
clearly established. Now we know that natural 
growth chemicals. continually made in the tip 
of the plant. move downward through the stems. 
When the plant receives light from one direction 
only. the chemicals become more concentrated 
on the shaded side of the stem. This causes that 
side to grow faster. so the stem bends toward 
the light. You have seen this happen when 
starting seedlings in a window. 


WHY ROOTS GROW DOWN, TOPS GROW 
UP. When these natural plant hormones pass 
into the roots they become more concentrated on 
the downward side. And here is the strangest 
part of the story: Instead of promoting growth 
as they do on the shaded side of the stems, they 
tend to inhibit growth on the lower side of 
roots. Then greater cell development on the 
upper side causes the roots to bend down. Thus 


a specific chemical makes roots grow downward.

difference in the world between the man who wants to read a 
book and the one who wants a book to read. The time-killing 
reader belongs to the latter class—he’s using print merely as 
a means of forgetting his own existence, as another person 
might use seconal. 

Books can be part of the most serious side of our life. To 
our forefathers—but less so to ourselves, I fear—the Bible 
was such a book. But, just as it is an error to treat books as an 
anodyne, so it is an error to approach them too seriously. 
There is such a thing as a reading snob, for whom a book rep- 
resents a kind of mental struggle, who reads only what he calls 
“the best.” and is much given to talk about the classics. He for- 
gets that the /liad was once chanted aloud to bring smiles of 
pleasure to the faces of the old Greeks: and that the play- 
going commoners of London once, in the simplest way, wept 
over and thrilled to the lurid romance of Romeo and Juliet.

“When the thermom- 
eter goes down I feel cold, and when it goes up I feel 
hot. What more do I need to understand? It seems as 
clear as crystal,” you argue. 
It is that word “‘seems,”’ Dear Reader, which is the 
reason for this article. For the truth is, things are

We've been taught to regard the temperature of the 
air as the key to our comfort. But air temperature is 
only one of four things that affect how we feel, and to 
which we should pay attention if we want to control 
our climate. We need to wake up to how we are af- 
fected by the temperature of the solid things around 
us (walls, ceilings, floors, window glass, etc.). Also 
vital to our comfort is amount of humidity and speed 
of air movement. 

But there is an even greater mental readjustment 
that must be made before we can understand about 
comfort. There is a fact so basic that, unless you under- 
stand it, all the other facts don’t make sense. But we 
warn you! It’s a fact that will give you, at first, a dizzy 
feeling. For this basic kernel of truth is just the oppo- 
site of the commonly held idea, and, when you first 
read it, you will think you are reading gibberish. 

It is simply this: that your body is a heat machine 
and that your problem of keeping comfortable is al- 
ways a cooling problem, both in summer and winter. 
We'll say it again: The relation of your house to your 
body is always that of allowing you to lose heat—to 
cool off both in summer and in winter. You need to 
introduce heat into your house in cold weather to slow 
down your rate of cooling. You do not heat your house 
to heat you. 

If all this seems like a lot of double-talk, or maybe 
just a problem in semantics, please take our word for 
it, it is important. For until, and unless, you get this 
one concept straight you cannot even begin to think 
on the subject of comfort. 

It is really all quite simple, once you clear your 
mind of previous erroneous concepts. 

Man is a constant-temperature animal, unlike the 
fish or the snake. His normal temperature—the deep- 
body temperature way inside where it matters—is 
about 98.6° F. You have seen this figure marked on 
your fever thermometer. Practically regardless of 
how hot or cold your surroundings, your insides keep 
themselves quite close to 98.6° F. 

This ability to maintain an inside temperature, in- 
dependent of the outside weather, is one of God’s best 
gifts to man and the other higher animals. What keeps 
you warm is your own animal heat. And you con- 


stantly develop much (Continued on the next page) 
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more of this animal heat than you can possibly use; 
therefore, you must always be shedding heat. 

This is THE most basic fact and perhaps the most 
surprising: You are always being cooled. Winter or 
summer, your house does not heat you; it cools you. 
Winter or summer, awake or asleep, your body pro- 
duces much more heat than it can use, and you 
have to shed heat. Even in winter, with your furnace 
roaring, your real furnace is always yourself. Your 
house, winter or summer, does not heat you; it cools 
you. Actually, you heat it. 

In summer your house doesn’t let you cool fast 


enough, so you suffer. Even on the most oppressive 


OT or COLD 


- sort of day, your house still cools you, though not fast 


enough to suit you. We say it-again: What makes you 
hot is not the sun’s heat, but your own animal heat. 
The oven-like house merely makes it harder for you 
to get rid of your animal heat fast enough. 

Where does all that heat come from? Well, bread, 
steaks, candy, etc. Man is a heat machine, driven by 
his internal fire, much like an automobile motor. He 
burns his food in a slow chemical fire and produces 
power: power to keep his own internal machinery 
operating; power to hold himself erect, keep his eye- 
lids open, keep the mind on a track; power to walk, 


to work, to dance—in short, power to live. 


Your body loses heat, never gains it 


You spill excess body heat in these three ways 


Convection 


Air picks your animal 
heat off your skin. Movy- 
ing air picks off more 
heat than still air; cool 
air picks off more heat 
than warm air. Air also 
cools large surfaces in 
your lungs. 


Radiation 


Heat “jumps” from skin 
direct to any cool sur- 
face. Here, ice cools 
hands, although they 
don’t touch it. Cool 
floor, walls, ceiling cool 
you in summer and chill 


you in winter. 


Evaporation 


Moisture on your skin 
cools you when it eva- 
porates as moisture on 
gourd cools water in it. 
Perspiration is human 
body’s built-in — skin- 


moistening device. 





Two ways to slow flow of your body-heat to house 


Warm Air 


Warm air doesn’t really 
warm you, but merely 
slows down convection- 
heat loss from skin. This 
then allows blood to flow 
to skin into feet, hands, 
etc. Blood makes you 
feel warm. 


Radiant Heat 


Body-heat can’t jump 
from hand to hot fire, 
but stays in hand; the 
hand warms from inside 
out! The same way, a 
warm wall stops radia- 
tion from your body, lets 
your body heat warm you. 


The secret of comfort: heat flows 
from your body to your house. If you 
feel hot, speed up body cooling; if you 


feel cold, slow up body-heat loss 








People make heat 
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The harder you work, the more heat you throw 
off. Light bulbs show each person’s heat output. 


But as with all heat-engines, this power-making 
process is accompanied by an enormous waste of heat. 
(The automobile wastes, through its radiator and its 
exhaust pipe, three-fourths of the heat value you buy 
in your gas.) Man wastes about three-fourths of the 
calories—the heat units—contained in his food. 

You throw off heat at a rate that would astonish 
you. The average person, awake and sort of puttering 
around, throws off as much heat as a 100-watt electric 
bulb. It does not matter whether it’s summer or winter. 
whether the room is chilly or hot, whether you feel 
hot or cold. Your heat output depends on the work you 
do. Asleep, just keeping your heart running, your 
brain dreaming, your lungs pumping, your heat out- 
put is like that of a 50-watt electric bulb. Doing light 
housework, it is like that of a 200-watt bulb. Chopping 
wood, a 600-watt bulb. Walking up a flight of stairs, 
a 1,000-watt bulb. But regardless of what you are do- 
ing, you are manufacturing more heat than you need. 
So you are always throwing off some of this excess. 

There you have the simple formula for a comfort- 
able house: The house must always be ready to soak 
up these varying amounts of excess heat you must get 
rid of if you are to keep yourself at 98.6 degrees. But 


your house must not suck out of you more heat than 





you have to waste. The cooling power of your house

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You can see what few structural changes were needed to give us 
this comfortable bedroom floor.

ou can see from the “before” and “after” pictures how 

radically we have changed the spirit of this old house. Yet 
the alterations were surprisingly simple. Some of the “new look” 
is due to the lowered ceilings (we had to do that in order to 
install the new heating system). Much more is due to the big 
new glass areas, which have brought the outdoors into every 
room in the house. And some of the new look is. of course, due 
to the decoration. This, too, was surprisingly simple. Every floor, 
wall, and ceiling had to be painted or papered anyway. and 
good colors and patterns cost no more than bad ones. We bought 
very little new furniture—it was mostly a question of refinish- 
ing or recovering what we had. But we like the result. And we 


think we enjoy our interiors even more than grandfather did his.

In Grandfather’s day, the front hall was dark and gloomy—it 
might as well have been in town. Now it looks like a country 
hall because the architects replaced the whole south wall with 
glass. Because we have quite a snow-and-mud problem in this 
climate, we paved the lobby floor with flagstones from the old 
basement. The planting bed gives us foliage all winter long. 
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This bedroom gives you a pretty 
good idea of what can be done 
with paint, paper, and a little 
common sense. Alterations were 
minor: We ripped off the old 
mantelpiece. and replastered the 
chimney breast. However, we left 
the fireplace itself unchanged.

Naturally, we’re pleased with the dramatic improve- 
ments we’ve made in the appearance of Grandfather's 
house. But what pleases us even more is that it works 


as well as it looks. The house is really comfortable. 





It gives us plenty of space—and this space is well 
arranged both for family life and entertaining. For 
example, our cooking and eating arrangements are 
such that we can serve one person or twenty. We’ve 
a big, airy kitchen (below, right) to prepare food, 
and several places to serve it—a sunny breakfast 
room; the real dining room for formal meals; and the 
library bar for late snacks. (Someday we'll have a 
fourth, when we add the screened porch to the north 
for warm summer days. ) 

Off the kitchen is our “walk-in” refrigerator. 
This used to be cooled with ice cut from the pond 
and stored in the basement. Now it’s electrified, 
with a built-in home freezer. It works well. But we 


still need a small refrigerator in the kitchen. 





You can sunbathe on our balcony throughout the 


spring and fall. And you can do so in both 
privacy and comfort because the sloping. solid 


wood rail stops sharp winds or straying eyes. 















If you look closely at these two pictures you'll see that 
they are indeed the same house. Mostly. the change is due 
to merely clipping off the curlicues—the basic shell is 
unchanged. To prevent weather damage to the interior, the 
architects built the new roof (right) under the old one, then 
ripped the old one off! Comfort-wise. the biggest improve- 
ment was sizing and locating all windows and overhangs 
so that we get maximum winter sun. minimum summer heat.

There were lots of windows but little light in the somber 
oak-paneled library (above), once furnished with over- 
powering Spanish antiques. Clear glass (left) was substi- 
tuted for the leaded panes, and the surrounding woodwork 
was brightened with flat white paint. The lavishly orna- 
mented ceiling was replaced with smooth plaster. 


This is the house where you went to birthday parties when 
you were seven—in Hartford, or Cleveland, or Kansas City. 
Remember how dark it seemed inside? Not for lack of win- 
dows, certainly. But daylight couldn’t compete with the 
gloomy oak paneling, the rich red rugs, the dark and pon- 
derous furniture. It was a good house just the same, for they 
built well in those days. The proportions were not bad. The 
detail was nicely executed—even if there was a good deal 
too much of it and too many different kinds. 

But what could you do with such a house today? Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry J. Witte have proved that you can do a lot 
if you have a sharp eye for the good, and a bold hand at 
throwing out the bad. You must be courageous about dis- 
carding what you don’t want or don’t need even if it did cost 
a pretty penny in its day and the neighbors act as if you 
were demolishing a monument. The good things in the Witte 
house were gratefully preserved. But the plaster garnish, 
the double-decker mantels, and the leaded glass were trun- 
dled away by the wreckers, leaving a cheerful, simplified 
background for better living.

aN ou don’t have to wait till the children are grown before you can have 
what mosi aduits consider a fitting habitation—an uncluttered, beau- 
tiful house, unscarred and unimperiled by the romping young. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bernard Tomson of Great Neck, N. Y., enjoy such a house 
right now. while their four very young children are going through their 
most active and potentially destructive years. (Louis is nine, Susie and her 


twin. Steve, are five and a half, and Betsy is four.) Mrs. Tomson says—and 





how many parents do you know who could say the same?—*Despite the 
constant presence of the small ones and their pals, never was there a 13-room 
house so easy to keep clean. We run it with one maid and a man who does 
heavy cleaning weekly.” 

This is not the phenomenon it may seem. Rather, it is the product of real- 
istic Modern planning. Architect Edward D. Stone designed the house 
neither for the children nor their parents, but for the family. He and T. H. 
Robsjohn-Gibbings, who designed much of the furniture and decorated the 
rooms. astutely chose materials which in themselves are as aesthetically 
pleasing to adults as they are impervious to the young—scuff-proof.,

How to find the book value of your 


house if you plan to sell or rent it 


f you plan to sell or rent your 

home during the coming year, you 
should make a thorough review of 
your investment. From this you can 
decide what your sale price should 
be or what rent you should ask for 
your property. Such a review is also 
valuable because it can show up 
over-ex pansion of investment or ex- 
pose excessive expenditures which 
could be a threat to the accumu- 
lated equity. It might even suggest 
the desirability of consolidating 
outstanding debts—especially — if 
first and second mortgages can be 
combined into a single long-term 
mortgage with a smaller monthly 
payment and lower interest rate. 

In reviewing this investment pic- 
ture, use the six-column accounting 


paper. Set up the investment re- 


view as a permanent part of your 
accounting record, shown opposite 
in the Investment Status Record. 
In this example, the investment 
is summarized at the time of pur- 
chase in May.

A glance at this Investment Sta- 
tus Record indicates that the net 
capital investment, or book value, 
of the property may move either up 
or down from the initial invest- 
ment, at least during early years of 
occupancy.

The Replacements entry in the 
Investment Status Record is the 
total of all expenditures for re- 
placements entered in the Replace- 
ment Account since the home was 
purchased.

maintenance and replacement. Asa 
rule, substantial frame residences 
are assumed to depreciate in 33 or 
10 years and masonry residences in 
10 or 50 years. However, shorter or 
longer terms might be justified in 
some cases by special circum- 
stances. 

The values to be written off as 
depreciation include (1) the initial 
investment, including closing costs 
but not including land value, (2) 
the cost of improvements to the 
property after acquisition, exclu- 
sive of land improvements (which 
are not depreciable), and (3) ex- 
penditures on major replacements. 
Ordinary repairs and maintenance 
are considered operating costs and 
may not be charged off in deprecia- 
tion even though the expenditures 
involved may be of real value in 
sustaining the life of the property. 
(In advance of a later article deal- 
ing with income taxes. mention 
needs to be made that this depre- 
ciation entry is not a deductible 
item for a homeowner; nor is it 
computed in the precise manner de- 
scribed here when it is a deductible 
item for a landlord.) 

If a 40-year period has been as- 
sumed as the life of your house, 
then the initial investment (exclud- 
ing land value) must be written off 
in 40 years. Improvements and 
replacement made after the date of 
purchase should also be written off 
by the end of the same 40 years. 
An exception may be made when 
it is apparent that the value of the 
building actually will last longer 
than the number of years originally 
assumed. Another exception should 
be made in respect to replacement 
expenditures which clearly will 
need to be repeated before the end 
of the life of the building. These 
latter expenditures should be writ- 
ten off by the time a second re- 
placement is necessary. Painting 
expenses are of this kind. 


GNORING for the moment the ex- 
| ceptional case of an extended 
life, the usual procedure for record- 
ing depreciation is to calculate, for 
each depreciable investment. the 
annual amount to be deducted in 
order to leave no investment at the 
end of the estimated life of the 
building (for example, 40 years 
from acquisition) or at the time 
when replacement for the specific 
item will be necessary. 

For example, 1/40 of the original 
investment in the house (excluding 
land) will be written off each year, 
while improvements made five 


years after acquisition of the house, 
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which will last as long as the house 
itself, should be depreciated in 35 
years (or 1/35th per year). A re. 
placement expenditure which may 
be expected again in about 15 
years would be depreciated in 
15 years (or 1/15th per year). De- 
preciation should start immediately 
upon completion of improvements 
or replacements. with depreciation| 
taken for the fraction of the first 
year as well as for succeeding 
years.

If it should become apparent thaj 
your house will last longer thay 
was originally expected, the rate o 
depreciation may be slowed dows 
accordingly. However. this slowing 





down in depreciation should neve 
be done until the longer life is as 
sured beyond reasonable doubt, ané 
only the remaining value should bj 
assumed to depreciate more slowly 
Past depreciation allowances shoul 
never be modified.

‘The Net capital investment, de- 
rmined on the Investment Status 
’cord, may be divided between

A few extra cushions will 
solve the seating problem for a 
gang, since the younger crowd 
seems to be given to sitting on the 
floor. But whatever your arrange- 
ments. let your sons and daughters 
share in the planning of a party 
room. The greater their part in it. 
the greater their pride, and the 
more they will want to use it. 

Although, occasionally, a really 
formal party is lots of fun, teen- 
agers for the most part go for the 
casual and informal. But the basic 
rule for teen-age entertaining is to 
let the young people plan and man- 
age it themselves, even to the plan- 
ning and preparation of some of 
the refreshments. Offer assistance 
and give as much or as little of it 
as is welcome. (You will probably 
be giving much more than they give 
you credit for, but you must act 
like the consultant rather than the 
director.) To you, some of their 
plans may not sound attractive, but 
then your parties seem dull to the 
young. Keep their pleasure in mind, 
and make certain you understand 
exactly the kind of party your teen- 
ager yearns for. Don’t knock your- 
self out with elaborate prepara- 
tions. Usually the most imposing 
arrangements won't add to their 
enjoyment, and real magnificence 
can so cramp their style that the 
party's a frost. 

Young hosts and hostesses will 
certainly want to take care of in- 
vitations, and most likely they

1 rabbit (6 to 8 months old) 

2 sliced onions 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

2 or 3 bay leaves 

Crumbled sage or oregano, if

3 or 4tablespoonfuls olive oil 


Bacon fat 


Lay the pieces of rabbit in a 
jar (preferably earthenware), and 
add the onions and_ seasonings. 
Heat the water, wine, and olive oil 
to the boiling point, no further, 
and pour over, to cover completely. 
Cover the jar, and keep from two 
to three days, depending on the 
weather.

Brown the pieces of rab- 
bit in good bacon fat, and lay in 
a casserole. Heat enough of the 
marinade in the skillet, catching 
all the browned juices from the 
meat, and pour over the rabbit.

But the older ones are never ex- 
tinguished. The movies, for exam- 
ple. almost destroyed the road 
company and seriously reduced the 
number of plays produced on 
Broadway. But what the movies cut 
out were the worst elements of the

the melodramas, the Up 
in’ Mabel’s Room type of comedy, 
and the rest of the riffraff which 
the movies could provide more 
cheaply. Television, in turn, will 
have the same effect on the movies. 
It will do the same to magazines 
and books and possibly even to 
afternoon newspapers. (The impact 
of television has already been ser- 
iously felt by afternoon papers in 
New York.) As a competitor, tele- 
vision will spur every medium com- 
peting for our time to its best ef- 
fort. The best will survive. The 


worst will disappear. 


N THE long run, the general cul- 
| tural level will, I’m confident. be 
elevated, not depressed. Does any- 
one seriously think that the level 
of dramatic entertainment—taking 
in with that phrase all dramatie 
elements. including stage. screen, 
radio and television—isn’t a great 
deal higher than it was in the days 
of the ten, twenty. thirty? 

As individuals, more particularly 
as a nation of individuals, what 
we have to guard against most from 
television is a standardization of 
taste. Television is going to be a 
powerful force toward dictating to 
housewives and to teen-age kids, 
who occasionally grow into adults, 
how they should look, what they 
should think, how they should talk, 
what they should wear. Movies and 
radio both standardized us to a 
degree that Europeans find remark- 
able and more than a little depress- 
ing. This trend toward accepting 
as gospel everything that appears

= -ought to be vigorously resisted.

ently entertaining. There are plenty 
of editions available, of course. I 
feel a little embarrassed at direct- 
ing your attention to a new one, 
the Inner Sanctum Edition of Pick- 
wick Papers, with the most in- 
fectiously gay new illustrations by 
a real discovery—Frederick Ban- 
bery. I say embarrassed because 
the book happens to contain a long 
introduction by me. But this is 
quite plainly marked and therefore 
easily skipped. 

Well. there are two classics. As 
for more recent books. the one that 
during the year 1949 gave me the 
most delight. almost a kind of wild 
glee, is a novel called The Horse’s 
Mouth, by Joyce Cary. One reader, 
recalling James Joyce’s famous 
title. has called this “a portrait of 
the artist as an old man.” And that’s 
what it is—the wild, exuberant tale 
of an old painter who cared for 
little in the world but painting and 
the keen sensation of life that he 
could transfer to canvas. Gully 
Jimson is one of the most engaging 
rascals in all English fiction. one 
of the most overflowing talkers, 
and one of the wittiest. The book 
is indescribable; it has a quality 
of almost ferocious originality, and 
it quivers with a joyous life of 
its own. For me (I know I’m a

Joyce Cary was a great discovery. 
The Horse’s Mouth sent me to his 
other books, particularly Herself 
Surprised and To Be a Pilgrim. 
They deal exhaustively with char- 
acters who play a minor part in 
The Horse’s Mouth. They’re en- 


‘tirely different from that wonderful 


book. but almost as good in a dif- 
ferent way. Yes, delight is what 
Mr. Cary gives me—a rare sensa- 
tion for which this poor jaded 
reader, at least, is humbly grateful. 

I said that delight is the super- 
lative of which pleasure is the com- 
parative. Theodore Bonnet’s novel, 
The Mudlark, is not quite in a 
class with The Horse’s Mouth, for 
it is a book that gives pleasure.

The latest tasty tidbits to 
come my way are Mother’s Fish 
D’Oeuvres. They’re spongy, mouth- 
melting fish balls of cocktail size 
in a tangy fish broth that jells to 
an aspic when refrigerated. They're 
made of finely chopped. delicately 
flavored lake fish, eggs and subtle 
spices. For cocktail-time I served 
them with a_ horse-radish sauce 
“dip.” It compliments the delicate 
flavor of the tiny balls to perfec- 
tion. They're equally tasty cold or 
warmed, and dredged in flour and 
deep-fried, a more delectable cock- 
tail morsel is hard to find. 

As a fish course. you can either 
drain off the broth and serve them 
with a vinaigrette dressing or serve 
fish balls and aspiec in slices on 
a bed of lettuce, accompanied by 
horse-radish, and perhaps cole 
slaw. Once you are acquainted 
with these versatile tidbits, you'll 
find many other interesting ways 
to serve them.

A party simply can’t be 
run on a schedule—not a good 
party. No matter how you dissem- 
ble. your guests will sense you are 
pressuring them to finish their 
drinks before that soufflé falls. 
Even a perfect gem of a cook can’t 
guess when some of the guests are 
geoing to decide to have another 
drink. 

So avoid the tension that inevita- 
bly comes from using fast-cooking 
recipes. Use foolproof recipes like 
casseroles that are supposed to 
cook for hours and can stand an 
extra forty-five minutes without be- 
ing a flop. 

Also think about the eye appeal 
and the texture appeal. Avoid rec- 
ipes with cream sauces. because 
they won't stand. If a food looks 
tired, it usually is tired. There’s 
nothing more dampening to a 
guest than being confronted with 
shriveled green peas or limp broc- 
coli that is becoming mush. Such 
sights make them wish they'd 
stayed at home. And the party dies 
right there. 


gf Y LAST piece of dogma has to 
i do with how the party looks. 
Your house should have a glamor- 
ous air. Stageset it so artfully that 
it looks different. even to you and 
the guests who know it well. Be cal- 
culating about the lighting. Take 
advantage of the soft glow of 
candles and firelight. Put away 
your usual accessories until the 
rooms look bare. Then dress them 
with great. important arrange- 
ments of leaves. flowers. fruits, 
eroups of candles. I am_ partic- 
ularly partial to compositions of 
fruits and vegetables because then 
you can eat your decorations later. 
Some of my favorites are green 
artichokes stacked with white gar- 
lic and cauliflowers. arranged with 
huge rhubarb leaves and broad-leaf 
parsley; a pyramid of dark red 
roses and white grapes: piles of 
red apples and pink geraniums;

after a duck dinner, or a rich 
dish. 
Blanch almonds by putting

ATOMIC ENERGY QUACK. Radio-active ele- 
ments are proving to be useful new tools for 
scientific studies in plant nutrition but, so far as 
is known, plants do not benefit in the least by 
the addition of radio-active materials to fertilizer. 
Any radio-active plant food offered at this time 
is just another atomic energy quack. 


FAVORITE BEET. When a seedsman chooses a 
vegetable for his own use, you can be sure it has 
something extra in the way of quality. Long 
Season (Winter Keeper) is the favorite beet of 
Wilber Scott of Rochester, New York, who is not 
only a seedsman but a specialist in the breeding 
of garden beets. Based on his enthusiasm, I have 
already placed Long Season on my seed order. 


MORALE BOOSTER. Even the smallest home 
greenhouse works wonders in boosting your win- 
ter morale. Now is a good time to look into 
plans and costs so you will have yours ready 
for use next fall. 


BIBB LETTUCE. If you have a home greenhouse. 
try Bibb lettuce. Set your plants four inches 
apart each way. Then cut and eat alternate ones 
as soon as they begin to crowd and let the rest 
grow larger. The tender dark green leaves make 
a tossed salad fit for a king. 


PORTABLE GARDEN. Use deep flats for grow- 
ing lettuce and radishes indoors. Filled with a 
mixture of vermiculite and rich soil, they will 
be light enough to shift to whatever space you 
have available at the moment. 


EXTRA EARLY TOMATOES. I’ve often sown 
tomatoes as early as mid-February indoors and 
after the usual period in small pots shifted the 
plants to six inches where they grew until setting 
out in May. Half a dozen plants take up very 
little room and with a hormone spray to make 
the early blossoms stick, you can beat your neigh- 
bor by a full month. 


AVOID THE TROPICS. Although a greenhouse 
can be the last word in climate control, many 
owners have learned the hard way that “tropical” 
conditions may occur on bright days in late win- 
ter and early spring if ventilation is not provided. 
Through first-hand experience I’ve been sold on 
the automatic ventilating devices now available 
from greenhouse manufacturers. If you’re away 
during the day, such a device is indispensable.

A person 
thus sets up a slight upward air- 
current which keeps him cool. 
BVIOUSLY, cold air soaks up 
() your heat more quickly than 
warm air. Obviously, once it gets to 
be 90° F. in the shade, your 
air cooling is not very effective. 
Your internal fire then tends to 
overheat you—because it accumu- 
lates faster than you can shed it. 
Cold air cools you sharply. Ob- 
viously, moving air has more of a 
cooling effect than still air has. So, 
in summer, you run a fan or set up 
cross-ventilation, and in winter you 
complain of drafts. “Obviously’— 
because all this is so obvious, it 
makes people forget that there are 
other angles to “personal cooling,” 
house-heating. Get the air 
warm enough (most people think), 
get the thermometer to show 73° 
(or whatever your idea is—the 
British like it at 65°), and you'll 
be okay. But it isn’t so, as we shall 
see.

or years House BEAUTIFUL has watched ready-built 

houses go up by the millions. Our reactions have 
ranged from mild shudders to acute anguish. Very sel- 
dom have we seen any that we could heartily approve 
of as good places in which to live. 

We have done no public denouncing of the builders 
who put up these bad houses because we have become 
convinced that part of the cause of mediocrity is the 
customer who buys the house. The house buyer doesn’t 
demand enough in the way of value. If you don’t believe 
this, you should know that the best-selling models are 
generally the poorest—in design, convenience, orienta- 
tion, and floor plan. We know builders who have tried 
to better their product. They report, resignedly, they 
have trouble selling progressive, forward-looking houses 
—but no trouble selling average, not-so-good models. 

Amazing, isn’t it, that people making the biggest pur- 
chase of their lives are so untrained in how to buy? 

Housr BEAuTIFUL believes the buying public has re- 
tarded progress in the ready-built house. In fact, it is 
our opinion that in any type of buying the customer gets 
what he asks for. If he doesn’t ask, he doesn’t get. So 
the way for America to get better ready-built houses is 


for buyers to learn how to shop. 


When should you buy one? 


How do you tell a good value? 


Who should not buy one? 


In this issue we have assembled a number of good 
ready-built houses for you to study. We show how to 
analyze their value. You need to break down the sales 
price into the integral parts of land value, lot size, house 
area, house equipment, landscaping, etc. For you can- 
not compare sales price to sales price without knowing 
what the sales price represents in tangible components. 

Too many people shop for houses by the number of 
rooms, instead of shopping for total living area. Four 
bedrooms, if they are tiny, offer less good living than 
three reasonably-sized bedrooms. A separate dining 
room, if it sacrifices the size, livability, and gracious- 
ness of the living room, is a delusion. So-the number of 
rooms is no gauge of a better house. Judge instead the 
square footage or cubic footage of enclosed living space. 

Compare costs per square foot or costs per cubic foot. 
If you compare such common denominators, then you 
really compare. Beware of loose adjectives like “amaz- 
ingly roomy” or “spacious living area.” They tell you 
absolutely nothing. 

Buyers of ready-built houses demand so little in the 


way of quality in design and (Continued on page 153)

f you live in Dallas, this is a model house worth 
| going to see. But no matter where you live, if you 
plan to buy a ready-built house, this house is worth 
studying. For it has many of the features you should 
shop for. Take the price, to begin with—$18,950 
is a lot of money. But this house happens to be 
unusually large, so that the cost per sq. ft. works 
out to $8.99. With custom-built houses running from 
$12 to $20 per sq. ft., you can see the point. 

But price is not the only thing to consider in 
buying a house any more than in a suit or a car. 
You should check the orientation and landscaping 
of the lot. You should analyze the plan for siting, 
room size, and arrangement. Finally, you should 
check materials and workmanship of the house itself. 

This house rates well on all three counts. Hf you 
study the plot plan (left) youll see how cannily it 
uses a north-front lot. By simply placing an enclosed 
evarden across the rear and concentrating carport 
and service facilities at the northwest corner, it wins 
privacy, outlook, and best exposure for all main 
rooms.

One reason merchant builders can often offer you a cheaper 
house than you can build yourself is that they build the same 
house over and over. Now assuming that it’s a good design, 
there’s nothing wrong with that. But it’s very wrong indeed 
when, as they so often do, they slap the same house down in the 
same way on lots of different exposure. To show you what we 
mean, let’s take this Dallas house; it’s designed for a north-front 
lot and the plan works well for the particular exposure. But you 


can’t move it across the street or around the corner unless you

le and low cost do not, as a rule, go 
together. When you are struggling to save pennies, 
it is only human to stick to the well-worn path of 
the tried and the trite, and leave original ideas to 
those who can afford to pay for them.

This is no copy-book house planted as if by acci- 
dent in the .middle of the desert. It is one of 153 
houses in a development, and individuality starts with 
the relationship of these houses to each other.

ought to head your list when you shop for houses. That 
is privacy.

See how the big tree at the west of the plot shades the 
terrace from the afternoon sun. 

You will find no clichés in the decorating either.

Your solar answers are on these maps 


Can you use your windows to better your climate? 
Anywhere? You probably can! Your answer can be 
found by studying the two maps on the opposite page. 
Weigh them together to get a picture of how the two 
critical factors—winter sunshine and coldness—combine 
to affect the dividends you'll earn when you follow our 
rules about controlling the sun. 


First check Houst BEAutIFUL’s Sunshine Map, oppo- 
site. The heating economy is based on this very simple 
idea: When the sun shines, your glass acts as a power- 
ful heater, so you need little or no artificial heat. When 
the sun does not shine, you lose (in cold weather) more 
heat through your glass areas than you would through 
a regular wall. So, glass saves you heating money while 
the sun shines. Glass costs you money while it’s cloudy 
and at night. 


If your region gets enough winter sunshine, a house 
designed to harness sun heat will break better than 
even. It will be cheaper to heat than an ordinary house. 


Nobody can tell you just how much winter sunshine 
you must have to break even. It depends so much on the 
design, weather-tightness and materials of your house. 
But obviously, the cloudiest parts of the U.S. are the 
ones where glass is least likely to save you money. It 
may be an intelligent guess that the sun must shine at 
least 40% of the daylight hours for you to break even. 


Now check House Breautirut’s Map of Winter Cold, 
below. This is important. A glassy house feels chilly, 
and is expensive to heat—unless you use insulating glass 
or storm sash to stop the heat loss through your win- 
dows. Therefore, for cloudy weather and nighttime, you 
need double insulating glass (or storm sash) in the 
cooler parts of the country. In the coldest parts, you 
should really have triple insulating glass. 


Our Winter Cold Map shows where the winters are 
very cold, average cold. and fairly mild. Nobody can 
make a hard-and-fast rule about it, but, as an intelligent 
guess, you might perhaps call those three belts the 
single-pane, double-pane, and triple-pane belts. 


To get the right answers for where you live, combine 
these two maps in your mind. Some very cold places 
have good winter sunshine. Some cloudy places have 
mild winters. But in places that are both very cold and 
very cloudy, you’d think twice before you would really 
let yourself go on big windows—even on south walls. 


But if you think twice. maybe you'll still go ahead! 
You might break even. after all. With bigger windows, 
you'll be happy in a smaller house because you feel less 
cooped up. The smaller house costs less to build in the 
first place, and then less to heat. Also. it’s in the cold 
and cloudy climates that you really value sunshine. A 
glassy house makes the most of a sunny winter day. 
It might even keep you from being driven to Florida in 
desperation. So it may save you money after all. 














Even in an old house your windows can work for you, 
rather than against you, to help control the climate. 
Here are five basic facts to give you new 


understanding of how to use the sun for greater comfort

verybody thinks he knows a lot about windows. 

An ordinary window, in an ordinary house or apart- 
ment, is definitely unpleasant to be near. It fries you 
in summer. It chills you in winter. It makes the room 
hard to heat. Since people are no fools, they reason: 
“Tf a small window acts like that, a window twice as 
big would be twice as bad.” 

Well, they are almost right. But windows need not 
be bad at all. 

In fact, windows can be the most wonderful thing 
about a home—emotionally as well as technically. 

Big, over-size windows can make a little room seem 
big and grand. Lots of glass makes a house cheerful 
and bright—so you don’t need lights, even on the 
gloomiest days. Big windows permit you to do excil- 
ing, glamorous decorating. Big glass areas let you en- 
joy a close friendliness with the beauties of nature. 

You haven’t fully enjoyed your house if you haven’t 
reveled in the thrill of sitting snug and warm in your 
living room, watching the mad caprices of a driving 
blizzard all around you. (You never really see a bliz- 
zard when you’re out in it.) [f you haven’t watched the 
sparkling diamonds on millions of twigs, when the sun 


comes out after an ice storm (Continued on next page)

—as you sit warm and relaxed in your favorite chair 
even though you're practically outdoors visually— 
you have never really seen an ice storm before. 

To see such wonders of nature through small old- 
fashioned windows that leak cold air robs them of 
their glamour. For you are so busy thinking about the 
discomfort of the drafts that you can’t really relax 
and enjoy what you’re looking at. 

For after all, an ordinary window, in an ordinary 
house or apartment, is nothing but a hole in the wall 
with glass in it. Too often, it has been put there with- 
out proper understanding of its effects. Unfortunately, 
the majority of houses in the country have been built 
by people who don’t know the climatic differences be- 
tween North and South, East and West! The only rea- 
son so many bad windows get by is that they are so 
small that their bad effects are not big enough to do 
real harm. 

But if properly designed, big windows and lots of 
glass ean be comfortable and a distinct asset. Glass 
can make a house easier to heat. And there is no 
mystery about proper design. It’s plain common sense. 
Hovusr BEAUTIFUL gives you the five most important 
rules about how to use big glass openings for your gain 
—not your loss—both in winter and summer. This is 
the first time all the facts about sun control have been 


boiled down into easy-to-read, easy-to-do, simple rules. 


Rule 1 


Put your glass where it gets sun in winter, shade in 
summer. This rule has a Little Brother: Think also 
about the time of day when your glass gets sun or shade. 

It’s certainly only common sense. Glass, when the 
sun shines through it, is a powerful heater. It lets the 
sun into the house. The sun heats the place up, and 


then the glass won't let the heat out. (That’s sometimes

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called the “greenhouse” effect.) Obviously, you don’t 
want this effect in summer. Obviously, you do want it 
in winter. The trick is how to do it. 

This is where you start thinking about North and 
South, East and West. Don’t skip this! It is one of the 
really big basic ideas in Climate Control. It helps you 
get more comfort for your money. Everybody ought to 
understand it, for it helps not only in building a house, 
but in buying one or in remodeling—even in renting 
an apartment. I shall, therefore, buttonhole you while 
I explain the points of the compass, and what they 


mean to windows and window control. 





A north window—*I know, I know,” you say, 


1°? 


“North ...nosun...no good ... get on with it 
But wait a minute. A north window does get a lot of 
sun—in summer. It gets morning sun from the north- 
east, which isn’t so bad. But it also gets evening sum- 
mer sun from the northwest. It, therefore, has some 
liabilities. A north window heats up the house on sum- 
mer evenings, just when you most need it to cool off. 

How serious that is depends on your location. In 
most parts of the country, late afternoon summer sun 
has serious heating power and does harm. In the dry, 
mountainous regions, with their clear air, the evening 
sun is extra hot. If you have a north window you can 
adapt device for west windows (top sketch, page 132) 
against hot northwestern summer sun. 

If your house has windows that face truly northwest, 
their heating effect is more serious, anywhere. A north- 
west window is probably the worst window to have— 
both summer and winter. The comfort side of this is 
easy enough to take care of by proper heating. After 
all, when the sun isn’t shining, there is no difference 
between a north window and any other. But the econ- 
omy side is not so good, not in cold country. In winter 


you never get sun through a (Continued on page 131)

Lawns always stay 
just about air temperature because the sun heat 
disappears as fast as it hits green grass. You feel 
cool because you are radiating heat to the grass.

NOISE AND DUST 


Your lawn is a giant “sponge” which deadens 
noise and filters out dust. But this is true only of

ciated in city gardens where noises bounce off 
the too-plentiful masonry, walls, and buildings. 


If your grass is thin, undernourished. or cut

t has long been an amusing trick, played by 

such gastronomical wits as Paul Reboux, for in- 
stance, to plan menus for imagined occasions: A May-Day Luncheon 
for Six Nubile Virgins About To Be Queened, A Light Midnight 
Supper for Three Stage-door Johnnies and an Actress Called Frankie, 
or An Intimate Dinner Prepared in the Full of the Moon by an Aging 
Private Secretary for her Boss. 

All such ambiguously labeled meals are, of course, concocted 
with one end in view, whether on paper or in reality. They must, 
by their combinations of flavor and color, light and shade, lead to 
the accomplishment of some desired fact. There is no doubt in my 
mind that they will, for I believe firmly that hearts as well as heads 
can be turned through subtle cookery. 

This is a frightening thought, for such power, like any other 
which influences men’s actions and emotions, can be most dreadfully 
misused. Even so, I think we should, if we remember always to 
respect our weapons, try much more often than we do to sway our 
guests this way and that, to lead them toward what we want, by the 
food and drink we put before them. Our goals may be very simple. 
We may want nothing more, on such and such a night, than to see 
a loved one’s taut, sallow face turn smooth and young. We may want 
only to know that sweet sleep will follow close upon the supper we 
have made. On the other hand, we may cry for the moon and a

to make a good bathroom 


ake a good look at your bathroom. It probably contains three 

plumbing fixtures, a medicine cabinet, a small window, and a 
radiator. Lights flanking the medicine cabinet are often your only 
source of illumination. The window, heavily veiled for privacy, is 
your only source of ventilation. (At the moment, if you live in the 
north, it’s closed for the winter.) The old-fashioned radiator over- 
heats the air, leaves you cold, and burns you if you back into it. If 
you're lucky, somewhere in the room is a closet—choked, no doubt, 
with linens, supplies, and cleaning equipment. 

Now take a good look at the bathrooms on the opposite page. They 
have the same basic plumbing equipment yours has. But they also 
have beauty, comfort, and convenience. To get the same livability 
in your bathroom, use the check list at right. 

First, plan it for the traffic it must bear. Usual one-room bath- 
room serves one person at a time. A two-compartment bathroom 
can serve two persons at a time. Tub and toilet logically share 
one well-ventilated compartment; the lavatory compartment can 
easily include dressing facilities. Lower photograph, opposite

Why do you need double glass? 
Because, when the sun is not shin- 
ing. your “solar” house is no longer 
“solar.” Then it’s just a_ plain 
house, heated by a plain old fur- 


nace or boiler which burns fuel 


that costs you dollars and cents. 


Now. even double glass has only 
about half the insulation value of 
a regular. insulated wall. So, when 
the sun isn’t shining, even the 
double-glazed windows cost you 
extra fuel. 


/G\he dollars-and-cents idea of the 

solar house is this: You get so 
much heat free of charge through 
your south windows when the sun 
is shining, you can afford to run 
your furnace harder when _ it’s 
cloudy and at night. 

You can see what it takes to 
make this sun-control idea work. 
It takes both things: big south 
windows to catch free sun _ heat 
when it can be had. and decent 
insulation-value in your windows, 
to cut your heat waste down the 
rest of the time. In all but the 
coldest and cloudiest parts of the 
United States. a double-glass win- 
dow facing south will save you 
money. 

Even if you were willing to 
spend a lot of extra fuel money 
and make single glass do, a “solar” 
house with single glass would be 
too uncomfortable in the cooler 
parts of the United States. No 
reasonable amount of heating 
could make it comfortable. In cold 
weather. single-pane glass chills 
you in three ways at once. First, 
it cools the air in the room. Second, 
it cools you by radiant cooling— 
heat jumps from your skin directly 
to the cold window pane. Third, 
it causes drafts. You get these 
drafts even if you tightly seal all 
cracks around the window. Cooled 


air flows down across the glass. 


as the window-warmed air flows 
up over your radiator or register. 
A cross-flow connects the upflow 
and the downflow. and the harder 
you heat. the more draft you get. 
This “indoor wind” makes you feel 
cool, just as an outdoor wind 
would. Of these three cooling ef- 
fects. only the first shows up di- 
rectly on the room thermometer. 
The other two show up only in 
your own feeling of chill. 
Double 


ing effects at once. The inside pane 


glass cuts all three chill- 
is only slightly cool. It cools the air 
only slightly; it causes only slight 
radiation-heat-loss from your skin; 
and it causes no noticeable drafts.

hese rules hold true in all parts 

of the United States. If you 
want both glass and comfort, these 
are the ways to get it. But not all 
these rules are equally important 
in all places. The “solar” house, 
just like the ordinary house, must 
still be engineered to fit the cli- 
mate.

you would be extra careful to keep 
your glass in the shade, not only 
during high summer, but also in 
spring and fall; not only at high 
noon, but also during forenoon 
and afternoon. In places with warm 
nights (the Gulf Coast or Southern 
Florida, for instance), heavy dra- 
peries are not so important. In 
places where it cools off sharply 
at night (Arizona, much of Cali- 
fornia, most of the mountain 
states). they are very important.

Put it as close to the outside as 
you can, to minimize ductwork. Re- 
member that you must replace the 
air the fan takes out, so provide 
an air inlet from another part of 
the house, if you want to utilize 
already-warmed = air. This inlet 
should be at least as large as the 
fan’s outlet. A transom over the 
door would do, or even a crack 
under the door. Plan switching just 
as carefully: If you enclose your 
toilet, put a switch inside, within 
reach. But, for safety’s sake, never 
put switches where you can reach 
them from tub or shower. 

No matter what kind of fan you 
use, it will keep your bathroom 
breezy in summer. If you can’t af- 
ford air conditioning, summer cli- 
mate control demands plenty of 
extra air motion. 


How to insulate against noise 


As sound insulation, you have 
three practical possibilities: (1) 
Build ordinary mattress-type insu- 
lation into the walls of your bath- 
room. (2) Use a heavy, massive 
wall—such as a fireplace wall—to 
insulate one side of the room. (3) 
Sandwich the bathroom between 
dead spaces like closets, storage 
rooms, bookshelves, utility rooms. 
Incidentally, you might very well 
have a utility room handy for two 
reasons: Plumbing economy de- 
mands that you keep bathrooms, 
utility space, kitchen, and laundry 
as close together as possible. And 


since you use more hot water 
the lavatory than anywhere else i 
the house, your water heater shoul 
logically be close by. (This in tu 
cuts the time you wait for you 
lavatory faucet to deliver h 
water.) Sound-absorbing materi 
on ceiling or walls (and just ou 
side the door) will help, as wi 
a quiet water closet. Also, wra 
plumbing lines with soft materia 
when they’re installed, and us 
mercury electrical switches that d 
not click.

You need two kinds of heating

Wrong: |f you mow lawn before spray- 
ing with weed killer, you rerflove much 
spray-absorbing surface. If you mow 


soon ofter you spray, you remove leaves 


before chemical gets down to roots. 





Right: Apply weed-killer spray when 
lawn needs to be mowed, and don't mow 
for 3 days. Spray early—as soon as crab- 
grass seedlings appear (usually May). 





Wrons: Leaving rugs or other opaque 
objects (especially if black, and so heat 
storing) on lawn can result in burned 
areas. Grass may turn deep green, then 
die, where dog wets.

tory to the selling operation—for 
example, special painting or dec- 
orating or minor repairs to the 
house on its equipment designed 
primarily to increase the salability 
of the property. 

To illustrate the determination 
of the profit, assume then an ex- 
isting home was purchased in 1939 
for $7,850. The purchaser paid 
$150 in settlement costs for title 
examination, deed recording, and 
preparation and recording of the 
mortgage instrument. He _ also 
spent $2,000 during the period of 
his ownership in improving his 
property. The sum of these ex- 
penditures shows his investment, 
for tax purposes, as $10,000 at 
time of sale. 

In 1948 this homeowner sold his 
house for $21,000, of which $1,000 
was paid to the real estate agent 
to cover his commission and sales 
expenses. Thus the net proceeds 
of the sale amounted to $20,000 
and the seller’s profits amounted 
to the difference between $20,000 
and the owners $10,000 invest- 
ment, or $10,000 profit. 


|" computing the profit, the sale 
price referred to is the agreed 
upon total price, whether the for- 
mer owner receives that total im- 
mediately in cash (or part cash 
and partly in property) or whether 
he receives it over a period of 
time through payments on a mort- 
gage or a land contract. 

If the house had last been used 


as rental property, before sale, the 


investment to be used by the 
owner in determining his profit or 
loss will be the book value of 
the house (net capital investment) 
as recorded in his Landlord’s In- 
vestment Status Record (described 


'earlier in this series) at the date 
| of the sale. In this case, deprecia- 


tion for the rental period will al- 
ready have been deducted from 
the owner’s investment. 

For a property once rented, but 
last occupied by the owner, the 
investment of the owner would be 
the net capital investment at the 
end of the rental period, as re- 
corded in the Landlord’s Invest- 
ment Status Record, plus invest- 
ments since that date in either im- 
provements or replacements which 
bettered the property. It will be 
noted that in this case, deprecia- 
tion has been recognized for the 


the owner since he first acquired 
it (as in the illustration given 
above), in computing his inyest- 
ment the owner should add _to- 
gether (1) the original purchase 
price, (2) settlement costs at the 
time of purchase, (3) improve- 
ments to the property (that is, to 
the house, other buildings or site 
improvements, lot, and utilities or 
streets) since the time of purchase, 
and (4) major replacement expen- 
ditures which resulted in better- 
ments to the property. No depre- 
ciation is deducted in this case. 


ee attention may be directed 
\Yto the fact that the value of 
free labor performed in making 
property improvements may not be 
counted as part of the owner’s in- 
vestment. This is true whether the 
free labor is that of the owner him- 
self or of a friend or relative. Since 
the value of that labor was never 
reported nor taxed as income, it 
has no value as part of the owner’s 
investment in measuring his profit 
or loss at time of sale. However, 
for materials and equipment in- 
corporated into the house, money 
spent by either the owner or some- 
one making a gift to him is prop- 
erly included as part of the own- 
er’s investment. 

If there is a loss instead of a 
profit on the transaction, the treat- 
ment of that loss for income tax 
purposes depends on whether the 
house was a rental property or the 
owner’s residence at the time of 
sale. If the latter, the loss is con- 
sidered to be a personal expense 
of the owner and is ignored for 
tax purposes. If the house were a 
rental property at time of sale, 
however, a loss to the owner is a 
business loss and the entire amount 
may be deducted from total in- 
come in determining taxable in- 
come for that year. If the loss 
exceeds the income that would 
otherwise be taxable, the excess of 
the loss may be carried forward 
for deduction over as much as a 
five-year period. A special form 
(Schedule D) has been designed 
by the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
just for this purpose of calculating 
and reporting capital gains and 
losses. 

Profits on properties sold with- 
in six months of acquisition are 
classed as short-term capital gains, 
and the entire profit will be re-

our years ago | built what is called a modern house. 
I built it myself without adherence to any plans, blue- 
prints, or specifications, and | built it in large part out of 
sand and rock and lumber and water that sprang from the 
site upon which it was built. 
What I tried to put into my house was spirit and art and 
beauty and a sense of being close to nature. 
In 1946 when I told my friends that I had in mind an 
unconventional house which would literally grow out of 
the ground, they warned me that to build any house away

art, and daring—would cost me a fortune. But “Il Cavo”— 
the name of our two-bath, two-bedroom house—cost $7.50 
per sq. ft., and contains 1505 square feet of floor in the main 
structure. We have proved conclusively, to ourselves at 
least, that beauty, spirit, feeling, and imagination are not 
expensive if you've got the courage to exercise them with 
ingenuity. And our house lets us be completely ourselves, 
in a way that a conventional house would not permit. 

In building we used the natural resources on the land. All 
exterior retaining walls are dirt from the diggings. stabilized

living-room wall also came out of the digging. It was 
of random size and color without flat or decent edges 
and was laid up with top soil and cement mortar worked 
between the stones with bare hands. The whole effect 
is marvelously mellow and natural looking; in fact, much 
more so than good stone could ever be. (See the color 
photograph of this on page 117.) 

What we didn’t have we purchased as reasonably as 
possible, for we had to make our money go far. For in- 
stance, an old, sturdy $15 telephone pole, sawed in half, 
supports my living-room steps. Lumber and drawers 
which came from a war surplus sale make up our cabi- 
nets and storage space. Tree branches are used as towel 
racks in the bathrooms. A vertical slice of a big tree trunk 
made our dining table. 

Our economies were achieved mainly because we let 
the structure itself be seen—and so eliminated the 
expense of a covering finish. This can be done by any- 
body—providing the structural materials are Nature’s 
materials and are used with sympathetic handling. 

I was never in the market for refined, mechanically 
perfect, sleekly finished materials. I didn’t want people 
coming into the house and pointing to certain features 
and saying, “Oh, isn’t that the latest thing?” 

I wanted my house to have a sort of rough, ageless 
beauty about it. And it has. To me, dramatic enrichment 
of atmosphere is infinitely more important than refine- 
ment of detail or precision of finish. 

Most homeowners don’t feel that way. Or if they do, 
they're too timid, too fearful, too afraid of experiment- 
ing with their own pet ideas, their own personal philoso- 
phies of living. 

They live by the artistic standards of others, never 
creating any beauty for themselves, only copying what 
others have found rewarding. This is a great and crying 
pity, for all art, all spirit, all beauty is singularly individ- 
ual and you yourself must inject it into your house, or 
your home becomes the creation of alien hands.

Functionally. the main idea of “Il Cavo” was to achieve 
the greatest sense of spaciousness possible on a limited 
budget.

Certainly that would have been the average 
house-hunter’s first reaction to the fuddy-duddy preten- 
tiousness you see in the “before” pictures here.

Suppose that old house were yours. If you really studied 
it, you'd find that its greatest fault was its dull brown 
look, the result of dark paneling, small windows, and 
stuffy furnishings. But visualize the rooms without the 
velvet hangings and yards and yards of fringe. Picture the 
living-room balcony without its Spanish shawl or, better 
yet, the room without the balcony. Imagine a change of 
color—pure white and clear, light hues in place of muddy 
browns and somber wine-reds. Try to see how you could let

hil you dont have to dadtare ul the customs 


“.. . After breakfast I begin my work, and play. and 
sing, and compose till about noon. Then Rome in all 
her vastness lies before me like a problem in enjoy- 
ment; but I go deliberately to work, selecting a different 
historical object every day. Sometimes I visit the ruins 
of the ancient city; another time I go to the Borghese 
Gallery, or to the Capitoline Hill, or St. Peter’s. or 


the Vatican. That makes every day memorable.” 


ks Mendelssohn wrote this to his parents from Rome. 
He was then a very young man (he was being treated to 
the Grand Tour of Europe for his twenty-first birthday), 
yet the letter contains a morsel of wisdom worthy of the 
experienced traveler, four words which we can use for our 
text: “A problem in enjoyment.” 

Italy is a problem in enjoyment. So much is there to see, 
so many churches, paintings, monuments, relics, hills, 
cloisters, rivers, palaces and gardens are there to visit, that 
the problem can only be solved by the most ruthless process 
of selection. To see Italy you’ve got to decide that you 
won't see nine-tenths of it. 

If you attempt to see all of just the major points of 
interest—those which are starred in Baedeker or the 
Muirhead Blue Guides—you will contract a case of that 
common traveler’s disease: indigestion from too much 
beauty. Its symptoms are not only tired eyes and faltering 
feet but also a general dizziness, a confusion of many coiors, 
and an inability to remember anything definitely. 

There’s.more to this caution. Verily, even if your strength 
is that of the lion and your endurance that of the camel, 
you will have seen, after you get all through, only one part 
of Italy—that is its past. You will then be able to say that 
you have made a journey to a museum, one that was reward- 
ing and exalting, to be sure, but you will not be able to 
claim that you have seen the living Italy or got an inkling 
of how Italians feel, work, quarrel, enjoy themselves, cheat 
and help each other.

nating folk. They have so much gumption and vitality that 
contact with them is a constant drama. Stand in line with 
a group of Englishmen and time will pass slowly. Stand 
in line with Italians and you'll live through a play in three 
acts. Italians have many traits which seem to me admirable: 
a mild, ironic humor, an easy sentimentality spiced with a 
pinch of scoffing, and a will to work, a capacity for rebuild- 
ing, which is positively exhilarating. They are a philosophi- 
cal people, and I have learned much from them which | 
can apply to my life. (The only thing they don’t understand 
is good government.) Their achievements in craftsmanship 
are remarkable and instructive. (Be sure to see modern 
Italian dishes, vases, and other ceramics; also their hand- 
bags, ties, books, linens, shoes, etc.) In a word. they are 
people worth knowing. 

Therefore, you need a plan which will help you toward 
an acquaintance with one or two Italians, other than those 
who handle your baggage and show you to your room. 
(Hotel employees are not really Italians or Frenchmen or of 
any particular nationality; they are an international race in 
striped trousers.) So, here is my suggestion: Figure 
out some way of getting a letter of introduction to any Ital- 
ian family. Not a prominent or influential family neces- 
sarily, just anybody. It doesn’t matter how remote the con- 
nection between you and that family is. See if your cousin’s 
uncle or the brother-in-law of your husband’s secretary 
doesn’t know somebody or hasn’t got a relative who lives 
in Rome. A link to the living, even a tenuous one, will make 
your trip much more enjoyable. If you ask around among

House Beautiful’s Garden Editor 


“ hy an article about beauty in a garden?” you 

are saying to yourself. “A garden is Nature. 
Nature is beautiful. Q.E.D.: a garden is beautiful be- 
cause Nature can’t help but be beautiful.” 

If this is your reasoning, you are just the guy we 
are looking for. 

How would you explain, in the light of your reason- 
ing, why some gardens are more beautiful than others ? 
Some are, you will admit. Is Nature more beautiful 
in some places than in others? Or is Nature more 
beautiful at some times than at other times? 

We hope we've got you going in circles. It’s not as 
simple as you thought, is it? Nature’s beauty is part 
of the answer, all right. But only part! What Man does 
to Nature gets mixed into this problem. For gardens 
are, perforce, Man-Made. And some of us seem to be 
able to arrange Nature more pleasingly than others of us. 

It’s the job of this article to try to pin down how 
to arrange Nature so that a garden is beautiful.

Without contrasts any work of art becomes 
boring. But a collection of contrasts bores. too. 
So use flowing groups of each kind of plant, 
with an oceasional bold plant for contrasts. 
Note use of contrast between plants and bricks. 


Did you realize that so much beauty could 
come from a packet of vegetable seeds? This 
is red cabbage. Use it—or mustard or head 
lettuce—for a dramatic accent of form and

texture in a spot like that given hosta in #3. 


If you need a coarse, crinkly leaf to give the 
texture change you have a mind for a spot, 
make Savoy cabbage your choice. If you need 
a feathery effect, use parsley or carrot. Or try 
the bolder appearance of rhubarb and chard. 





What is 
beauty in a garden?

a beautiful garden is that it must always be beautiful 
—all 12 months of the year. Beauty that is fleeting 
is not beautiful enough. It must be permanent. 
Gardens cost us too much—in time and/or money 
—to be short-lived. So you can’t let such ephemeral 
things as the bloom of flowers be the end-all of 
your garden. Flowers are the extra dividend, but 
not the foundation. So, a beautiful garden must be 
based on permanent things: woody plants with 
their beautiful branch structure (even when bare). 
contours and grade of the ground, the lines and 
patterns of paving, the textures of rock and bark, 
the waxiness of evergreen leaves. These are the 
ingredients for permanent beauty. 

The trick is being able to combine all these in 
the right proportions. 

That “right proportions” is a big subject. For 
this ticklish problem of what is “right” takes more 
perspective than most gardeners seem to achieve. 
For gardeners tend to worry so much about the in- 
dividual plant that they haven’t sufficient perspec- 


tive to see their garden (Continued on page 253)

You can’t push plants around like color chips 
because their shape, texture, and proportion 


of leaves to flowers determine real color effect

W hy do so many good color schemes look like miserable 


mistakes when you try them in a garden? Mainly be- 
cause most people forget that the color of a single flower is 
quite different from the color of the plant as a whole. Com- 
pare zinnia with cosmos, for example. The blossoms can have 
exactly the same color. But the zinnia plant is round and 
compact, cosmos irregular and feathery. Zinnia wears a crown 
of bloom; cosmos flowers are more or less hidden by the 
leaves. The zinnia flower is large and full; the cosmos flower 
is small and has few petals. These plants cannot possibly 
produce the same effect. 

So think first of what a group of the plants in question 
looks like. Then work in large, simple sweeps of color, not in 
little spots. Look at the garden opposite. Each color you see 
is due to a separate group or drift of plants. Some of the drifts 
in the garden pictured are ten -or fifteen feet long. 

Resist the temptation to use too great a color range or too 
many kinds of plants. And avoid creating parallel ribbons 
of color. Instead, plant in drifts that give you width, depth, 


and height, as shown in sketches. (Continued on page 252)

pring bulbs are the easiest flowers to grow, the sur- 

est to bloom. The professional bulb grower puts into 
them just about everything needed to produce blooms. 
You must supply only water and sunshine. If you want 
the biggest flowers possible, order “top-size” bulbs. Then 
water generously and regularly, once the blossom buds 
are visible in the spring, until the flowers open fully. You

Spring bulbs are the sensible answer when you want 
color in shady places, especially if the shade is heavy all 
summer long. Bulbs make all their growth in the spring, 
die down and rest from June until the next spring. Thus, 
they get most of their growing done before the trees leaf 
out fully (photograph at left). Even if the shade is man- 
made and continues through all 12 months, spring bulbs 
are a wise choice. But for such a trying situation, better

out of living there, you must understand it first

\\ / hen you build a house in Arizona, you are building far from 


home: far from the cool, moist, green regions where out 
civilization took its shape; far from the places where our familiar 
and cherished types of houses were developed; very far from 
Cape Cod! Arizona is not like England, Normandy, Italy. It’s hot, 
but not lke the South. Its winter-resort country, but not like 
Florida. It has an old Spanish flavor, but it is not like Spain. It’s 
close to the West Coast, but not like California. Arizona is like 
Arabia. Its scenery is Arabian. Its climate is Arabian. 

Yet, the life you lead there is not Arabian. It is very much 
the standard American life. It isn’t even the old Western Life 
anymore, of the saddle and the six-shooter. Its the life of the 
neon sign and the parking meter; mechanized, civilized, urban. 

That is the challenge. You can’t lead an American life in an 
Arab tent. But neither can you get comfort, in Arabia, in an Ohio 
house. You need a special house—a house for our American 
way of life. but designed for an Arabian climate.

barge right in with the usual figures about summer heat and 
winter cold. In Arizona, the fizures have a different feel 
to them. Summer heat feels different. So does winter cold. 
So does the wind, the sun, the night, the day, the sunset 
and the sunrise. What kind of weather is this, anyway? 

It is the same kind, summer or winter. (Arizonians, 
please don’t shoot the lecturer. He is doing his best. He'll 
explain.) The Arizona day is like a melody that you can 
play down in the low octaves or up in the high ones. 
In the cool of winter or the heat of summer, the days are 
still essentially alike. 


They are clear, sunny, and dry. 


It is clear 

You can see mountains 60 or 100 miles away. The air is 
so clear because there is almost no water vapor in it. It 
comes, much of the year, from the Sonora Desert in Mex co. 
It flows to the Sonora Desert from the stratosphere high 
over Hawaii! There has been no industry in its path, hence 
there is no soot. There have been no forests, hence there is 
no forest-fire smoke. There is also very little dust. 

Yes sir, very little dust. The cities do have a dust 
problem, but Arizona as a whole has remarkably clear 
air because the desert is not dusty. After each rain, the 
sun bakes the damp soil into a firm crust, called the “Desert 
Pavement.” 

Because the air is so clear, Arizona is sunny. Yuma, 
Arizona, is the sunshine center of the U.S., and one of the 
sunniest places on earth. Phoenix and Tucson are almost as 
sunny. The sun comes up with a bang and right away starts 
shining hard and hot. It shines hard all day, pouring down 


heat. And it keeps blazing away, right down to sunset. 


The sun gets at you 

This is important: There is not only more sun in Ari- 
zona, but stronger sun. Not only are there fewer clouds than 
anywhere else in the country, there is also less of the 
smoke, vapor, and dust that filters out much of the sunshine 
in other places even on sunny days. In Washington, D. C. 
or St. Louis, most of your summer heat comes to you indi- 
rectly, as warm, moist tropical air. And you feel almost as 
hot in the shade as you do in the sun. Arizona heat comes 


direct from the factory, as it were—direct from the sun. 





It is radiant heat. Sun and shade make more difference in 
Arizona than elsewhere in this country. It is always warm 


in the sun, even in winter. (Continued on page 154)

but also in spring and fall. Proper shade is 
all-important for comfort. To get it, not only 
in summer but also in spring and fall, each wall 
of the house must be designed differently. Here 


are some common-sense facts about south walls. 











WRONG 


The wrong shape for a south window is tall and 
narrow. In spring and fall, when the sun is lower than 
in summer, the roof overhang shades only upper part 
of window, lets in too much heat through lower part. 











The right shape for south windows in desert climate 
is the high strip window. Shade cast by overhang pro- 
tects windows even in spring and autumn, when the 


sun is low in sky, but when weather is still hot. 
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Adjustable window shades can be important help 
in keeping out unwanted sun. But to be effective. shades 
must be on outside of window, not on inside. To let in 
the least sun heat with the most light, window shade 
should pull wp, not down. Reason is shown here: Lower 
part of a south window is often in the sun while the 
upper part has shade. By arranging window shade to pull 
up from bottom, you cut out sun but still keep view open. 
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THIN walls of modern construction let low, slanting 
afternoon sun come in despite any roof overhang. This 
heats up the house. This effect occurs in spring and fall. It 
is good where these seasons are cool, bad in desert country. 


THICK, old-fashioned walls used to catch most of this 
slanting sun, have kept the house cooler. With a modern 
(thin-walled) house similar shade-making effects can be 
had by putting a vertical shade rib outside the window. 








A good house for sunny, arid climates is shown 
here. It is the ranch house, developed originally in the 
Southwest, now popular all over the country. Real ranch 
house has a big overhang toward the south, to keep sun 


off wall. Roof would be difficult and expensive to build if 


it jutted out free; therefore, it rests on supporting posts. 
The large porch then serves as the main corridor of the 
house. Access to each room is from this porch.

North walls get sun on summer evenings. In the clear desert 
air, this late evening sun is very hot. It heats the house up 
badly. But a shade rib and a setback in the north wall can 
throw shade across most of the north wall. To take advantage 
of this shade, north windows should be tall and narrow, just 
the opposite of south windows; should be set in shaded corners.

x REFLECTIVE ROOF 
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To throw back the sun heat is the best way to keep cool. 
Layer of reflective material on this roof does just that. The 
material may be shiny metal. or some white stone composition. 
Air-wash underneath roof carries away some of the heat that 
gets through the roof. It makes the roof into a sort of umbrella. 
Insulation in ceiling acts as a further barrier against the heat. 





Defence against the sun is this shade rib west wall. The 


low summer afternoon sun. shining squarely against west side 
of the house. makes the worst summer heat. This is so in all 
parts of the country. but the clear, dry air of the desert makes 
this low sun extra hot. The west wall of an Arizona house 


should therefore have no windows. and consist of thick masonry.

That’s the only reason why Arizona is winter-resort country. 
The air there is often quite cool, sometimes plain cold, but 
the sun keeps you warm. A car parked in the sun can get too 


hot to touch, even in February! 


Sun control is everything 

This is perhaps the most important single thing to under- 
stand about an Arizona house: the terrific importance of sun 
and shade. Your comfort depends completely on having your 
roof, your walls, your windows give you sun and shade at the 
right times. If they don’t, then even the most elaborate 
house cannot be comfortable. If they do, the merest shack 
will be pretty good. In fact, an Arab tent would do nicely! 
When the sheik wants more sun or more shade, he simply has 
his wives switch wall panels of his “house of hair” from 
one side to the other, making window where there was wall, 


wall where there was window. That’s sun control. too. 


The sky is cold at night 

The same clear air that makes you feel the sun so di- 
rectly also makes you feel, at night, the cold of Outer 
Space. This sounds mysterious, but you know all about it. 
In all parts of the country, it is always the clear fall night 
that brings the first frost. Why? Because Space is unim- 
aginably cold, and on a clear night, without the protective 
blanket of haze, cloud, smoke, vapor, the earth radiates 
its heat into this black coldness. and so cools off. Well, 
Arizona lacks this protective blanket almost every night. 

Every night, therefore, Arizona sheds most of the day’s 
heat out into Space. Hold your hand out at night in open 
country. The sensitive back of your hand feels warmer when 
it is toward the ground than when it is toward the sky. You 


can feel the stream of heat that pours from the ground into 


the sky! 


Winds shift at night 

As the Arizona ground cools off, it chills the Arizona 
air. Cold air is heavy. Soon after sunset, air begins to 
flow down the mountain slopes into the valleys, and then 
it flows along the valleys, much as if it were a giant river. 
Daytime winds are almost everywhere in Arizona from 
the south, southeast, southwest. But night winds follow 
the valleys. Many places have a characteristic wind-shift 
a couple of hours after sundown. The cooling goes on all 
night, and the new day starts fresh, even cold. It’s usu- 


ally about 30 degrees colder (Continued on page 159)

If you want summer comfort in Arizona or anywhere 
else, stop that late, western sun before it hits your 
house. That’s what the architect has done here. See 
how he’s used sun baffles, walls, carport roof, and 
pivoting blinds to keep heat and glare out of his house. 


All full-length windows in the bedroom face north, 
away from the street for privacy, and across a cool. 
glare-free stretch of lawn. Although sun baffles pro- 
tect the west wall, vertical screens along this north 
wall would further reduce late mid-summer sun. 


If you look at this house from south or street front, 
you can see clearly how carport wall and roof shade 
house and entrance court in afternoon. Without it, 
paving would be intolerably hot and glary. Pivoting 
blinds keep sun off living-room glass (right, below). 
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Like a huge hat brim, the screened porch with its fold- 
ing canvas roof protects east side of living room from 
sun and sky glare. The lawn is also an integral part 
of this design. It not only cuts down reflected heat 
and glare but also cools air and filters a lot of dust.

When you've lived in the Southwest a while, you learn 
that eternal sunshine is a fine thing, but only if you 
keep it at a proper distance. One way of doing this is 
shown in the living room on the facing page. Its en- 
tire east wall is of glass, open to a fine panorama. 
But the view you get from the room is virtually 
pushed back, away from the glass, by a wide canvas 
sky shade. Together with the lawn beyond, this tends 
to tone a too-brilliant landscape down to comfortable 
proportions. Don’t make the mistake, incidentally, of 
thinking this lawn is a luxury. In this house, its a 
working Climate Control device: It absorbs heat and 
glare, cools air that passes over it, and filters out 
city dust in the process. The house, like many in 
the area, has a desert-cooler for added summer com-

For summer comfort in Arizona, your roof needs: (1) a reflec- 
tive top surface to bounce off sun heat, and (2) insulation to 
slow down heat that’s not bounced, and (3) lots of moving air 
to wash away what’s left. Some feel this air wash should move 
between reflective layer and insulation.

just at sunrise than it was on the previous afternoon. 

Here again you can see why all these climate peculiari- 
ties concern you. You will want to plan your bedrooms so 
they get the cool night wind. You will want to try, somehow, 
to store some of that Arizona night coolness in your house 
to make your summer days cooler; to store Arizona sun- 
heat, to make your winter nights warmer. 

You can see, further, that this strong day-heat and quick 
night-cooling means something about heating plants. You 
want your heating to keep step with the weather. You need 
heat from October till April, sometimes till May—but most 
of the time you need it only in the evenings, nights, and 
mornings. Around noon, the thermometer may go to about 
80°, even in January! With strong sun coming in by your 
windows to boot, you'll be on the hot side. So, make a note 
right here. You don’t want the steady-going kind of heat that, 
in other climates, is the most pleasant kind. Particularly, you 
don’t want the heated concrete slab floor. You want quick 


heat that turns off quickly. 


It is dry 
The Arizona air is very dry. It rains about 10 inches 
a year in Phoenix: but out of a Phoenix swimming pool, 
the dry air will suck, by evaporation, about 10 feet of 
water a year! That’s what makes it a desert: the sky takes 


more than it gives. 


Wet things are cold 

This, too, concerns you intimately. When water evapo- 
rates, coldness is produced. In this dry air, water evapo- 
rates so fast that it feels on your skin almost as cold as 
gasoline feels in ordinary country. You get out of a swim- 
ming pool, for instance: the moment this dry air hits 
your wet skin, you feel so chilly that you duck right back 
into the water! (An Arizona swimming pool, therefore, 
needs a good wind-break.) This same effect helps you bear 
comfortably those high temperatures of Arizona that, on 
paper, sounds unbearable. In Phoenix, Arizona, the ther- 
mometer goes above 90” on 269 days in the average year; 
on 35 days, it climbs above 105°. But your built-in self- 
cooling device for hot weather—perspiration—works beau- 
tifully in Arizona. Your skin can cool itself almost any 
time by 25 to 35 degrees. And you don’t feel sticky. The 
moisture evaporates as soon as it appears on your skin. You 
feel dry and clean and cool. 


This means you can lead an (Continued on page 160) 
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Cool oasis—the old-time ram- 
ada—A ramada is a_sun-shelter. 


Built of rough timber, covered with 
palm thatch, it obstructs neither 
view nor wind. Originally used to

active life in Arizona. Nature doesn’t order you to take 
it easy»the way she does in the South. This also has an im- 
portant bearing on your house. You don’t need a lot of 
breeze through the house as you do in places with moist 
summer heat. Any normal house is airy enough to give you 
the cooling you need. In fact, you don’t want much breeze— 
unless you are at hard physical work, and really sweating. 
Too much breeze dries your skin and makes it feel hot. 


People here drive with their car windows almost closed. 


Paradise 


This dry air also profoundly affects your garden. Without 
irrigation, you can only have a cactus garden. With irri- 
gation, you grow tall trees, dates, oranges—anything. And 
these irrigated gardens are delightful to be in. You have 
shade; and through evaporation from the moist earth and 
the leaves, you get a wonderful coolness. “Paradise” is 
Greek for “garden.” And the idea of that special Garden, 
even more vivid in the Mohammedan tradition than in 
ours, grew in country that is just like Arizona. 

But most of all, this dryness bears on your house, because 
it is what makes the desert-cooler work. 

And that’s what keeps modern life going in Arizona in the 
summer. Before desert-coolers, the place sort of folded 
up for the summer. The desert-cooler is a cheap, effective 
way to air-condition a house. You see it on practically every 


roof—a mysterious looking louvered box. What’s in it? 


How the desert-cooler works 


It is a very simple device. Like much that’s best in 
Arizona building-thought, it was never formally invented.

Broadcasters don’t play music at you capri- 
ciously. They’re trying to find out what you 
like in good music and how you like to hear 


it. Here’s the result of a recent survey 





oes it make any difference how 
1) cood music is presented on the 
radio? Does anybody care about 
the manner of its presentation, 
what and how much is said about 
the music, and how the various 
selections are arranged so as to 
emerge as an interesting program? 
Must the music itself always and 
forever consist of well-known pieces 
if the program is to appeal to a 
large audience? 

I have long felt that not enough 
thought was being given to the 
presentation of serious music on 
the air. Most of the programs are 
little more than regulation con- 
certs. broadcast to an unpaying 
public. And too bad for you if you 
can’t appreciate this benison! But 
a musical radio program is not a 
concert. Therefore. what is to be 
played and in what order, as well 
as what the announcer says, needs 
to be examined freshly from the 
point of view of the millions who

Herein lies the art of good 
program making. 

One thing is certain. A familiar 
piece of music should be scheduled 
at the beginning of the program. 
All radio programs end at the same 
moment. on the half hour or the 
hour. In the next minute ov two, 
people turn the dial; they go shop- 
ping for what they want to hear 
next. It is at this point that casual 
listeners can be attracted to your 
program if they hear music they 
know. Having captured their atten- 
tion, the program can go on to the 
less the loftier, 
the more difficult music. Once they 
have come to rest on a program, 


usual selections, 


and the beginning pleases them, 
listeners are less likely to stray 
to other fields. 


ET us note that this technique 
of the familiar first is precisely 
the opposite of recital program- 
ming. There the artist begins with 
the 
familiar little pieces come last. In 


a selection of heavier music: 
radio the familiar and the unfa- 
miliar must be interspersed. The 
tests prove that, if this is done, 
the familiar and therefore beloved 
compositions give off a glow which 
reflects pleasantly on the stranger 
who enters after.

For gamesters with a space 
problem this linden wood drop- 
leaf by the John Widdicomb 
Co. does the work of three 
tables. From console _ size, 
40''x22", its leaves lift to make 
a 40''-square card table. Add 
extra leaves and you have 92" 
of dining surface. 


There isn’t room enough for good- 
sized ash trays. 

Some years ago I had a card 
table, to each leg of which an ash 
tray could be clamped. Your ciga- 
rette often missed that tray, the 
butts fell on the floor and created 
more or less fatal fires. When the 
Board of Underwriters sent me a 
fairly stiff letter, I threw the table 
away. Card players who also smoke 
seem to be a genus not envisaged 
by the manufacturer. Few tables 
have such a simple arrangement 
as table No. 10 on page 121, that 
is. a sliding tray emerging from the 
under side of the table, on which 
an ash tray can be safely placed 
(yet almost all office desks have a 
sliding tray; it is a simple idea). 
Still fewer tables have corners ex- 
tending beyond the conventional 
square shape on which drinks or 
ash trays may stand securely. (The 
business of dragging additional lit- 
tle tables to the vicinity is not satis- 
factory. The scene then resembles 
a course for an obstacle race.) 

Where is the law which says that 
bridge tables have to be square? A 
round card table is more neigh- 
borly and may take less space (see 
table No. 9 on page 121). Why 
should a card table not consist of 
two areas: the inner court, so to 





speak, on which the card action 
takes place, surrounded by a neu- 


tral area, which accommodates 
score pads, ash trays, glasses, etc.? 
Then, to make a good thing better, 
you can still add pull-out trays for 
additional equipment. (See table 
No. 10 again.) 

Next point: the surface of the 
table. Most card tables have a sur- 
face which makes it difficult to 
pick up the cards. They need to be 
covered with bridge covers. Could 
the pleasant, slightly corrugated 
surface of the bridge cover not be 
used as the surface of the table 
itself? (See the cork-covered table, 
No. 5 on page 120.) The surface of 
any table ought to be waterproof, 
alcohol-proof, fire- and occasionally 
fist-resisting. Then if the card table 
were so constructed that the inner 
court could be removed—so that it 
could be recovered or resurfaced 
without too much cost—you would 
have pretty nearly the ideal table. 

The other type of card table 
which I dislike is the oversized, 
megalomaniac, decorator’s dream 
table. The card table now becomes 
an “important” piece of furniture. 
There is nothing wrong with that, 
except that you cannot play cards. 
Each player ought then to be sup- 
plied with a megaphone, so that the 
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bids can be heard. A card table 
for any game played by one to four 
people—solitaire, gin rummy, Okla- 
hema. bridge. and Canasta—ought 
to keep the players within hailing 
distance.

Sometimes the flowers may be 
merely an incidental gesture, 
placed with strategy to call atten- 
tion to the charm of some treas- 
ured decorative object. Or, lacking 
any flowers at all, we may depend 
upon a strong pattern or rich color 
in a container to set off simple 
greenery, such as a thick cluster 
of galax leaves or ivy, Wandering 
Jew, or a rosette of echeveria. 

To be a collector of little vases 
you do not have to spend a fortune 
ox put rows of things in a glass 
case. But you can have things for 
everyday use that have artistic sig- 
nificance. What you pay for them 
is not always proportionate to their 
beauty. I have a little old white 
pudding mold for which I paid 35 
cents, but it gives me much pleas- 
ure as its shape and texture are 
subtle and it lends itself beauti- 
fully to pansies and other old-fash- 
ioned flowers. On the other hand 
the Persian-blue bottle was a piece 
of reckless extravagance, but one 
that I never regretted. 


hat makes for quality in a flow- 

er container? The same things 
that make a good flower arrange- 
ment—proportion and balance, an 
interesting silhouette, good texture 
and color, fitness to purpose and 
some quality in sympathy with the 
room in which it is to be used. If 
it is a true collector’s piece, it will 
have added distinction in its fine 
craftsmanship and in the under- 
standing use of the chosen mate- 
rial. 

When I say fitness to purpose I 
mean fitness to your purpose. 
Never mind what the thing was 
originally intended for. U’ve seen 
charming flower arrangements in 
all sorts of decorative objects: an 
old inkwell, a gravy boat, finger 
bowls, sugar bowls, vinegar cruets, 
earthenware casseroles, | French 
faience shells, or whatever. I once 
saw some tiny orange marigolds in 
a Bennington pottery soap dish, 
and I’ve never forgotten it. 

But remember that the smallest 
unit sets the scale. If your little 
container is too small, and has 
nothing to relate it to the heavy 
objects, it loses significance. 

Your collection does not have to 
be of antiques. A discriminating 
eye will know how to sift good, 
modern design from the pseudo 
modern the market 
abounds. After all, it is an exciting 
adventure to make a collection of 
heirlooms now for future cherishing.

Even if artists don’t wish to take 
an active part in flower arrange- 
ment they might better be able to 


| guide us from the side lines if 


they had some knowledge of the 
rules and regulations of the game. 

You can’t fully enjoy watching 
any game unless you have at least 
a rudimentary knowledge of how 
it is scored. So I will explain what 
is meant by “Point-Scoring” and 
how it works. 

If I were judging the two ar- 
rangements of calla lilies (page 
150), 1 would not need a scale of 
points. My sense of design as well 
as my experience would tell me 
at once that one is very much 
better than the other. But in close 
decisions a scale of points is in- 
valuable. Simply to illustrate how 
point scoring works I will score 
these two arrangements anyway, 
with comments. which are also 
usually required of an experienced 
judge. 

I am, of course. judging from a 
photograph. as you will be, for 
I have not seen the actual arrange- 
ments and cannot tell how they 
look from other viewpoints. Here’s 
how I would score the two arrange- 


ments shown on page 150:

GARDEN ROTATION, Adjoining the garden on 
a delightful old plantation I once visited near 
Montgomery, Ala., was an area of equal size 
planted to crotalaria, a southern soil-improve- 
ment crop. My host explained that the next 
summer that area would be used for vegetables 
and the present garden seeded down. The re- 
markable vigor of his vegetables was testimony 
enough that the same practice is good for home 
vegetable gardens too. 


ORGANIC MATTER NEEDED... Those of us 
with just enough land for one garden can have 
the soil-improvement benefits of rotation by ap- 
plying organic matter such as manure, grass 
clippings and leaves. Mineral fertilizer (plant 
foods) will then give it fertility for big crops. 


WINDBREAKS. April is tree-planting time in 
much of the country, and I am reminded of 
those marvelously efficient windbreaks I saw last 
summer in the prairie states. Gardens have a 
rough time of it in the open where strong winds 
are prevalent, especially in the spring. With a 
shelter belt of trees, seedlings and young trans- 
plants get under way without developing a wind- 
blown bob. 


SPRUCE AND PINE. Tree species must be 
adapted to regional conditions, of course, but 
for maximum wind protection in spring when 
it is needed most, use as many evergreens as 
possible. For the Northeast and the Lake states 
a mixed planting of Scotch pine and spruce 
combines utility with beauty and will furnish 
choice Christmas trees in future years.

Use this principle in your gar- 
den as a whole. Plan your colors 
in rhythmic steps from dark values 
at the outcurves (where the plants 
seem to come toward you) to light 


values at the incurves (where the 





plants seem to recede from you). 

Next. build a sequence of warm 
colors. using some or all of the 
following range—dark wine-crim- 
son to deep rose-pink to light pale- 
pink to apple blossom to white; 
then from pale cream to lemon- 
yellow to orange-bronze to orange- 
red. 

Now accent your warm colors | 
with small quantities of contrasting 
cool colors. but keep them closely 
related in intensity and value. Con- 
trasting colors of the same inten- 
sity never clash. For example, 
intense lavender-magenta looks fine 
with pure scarlet, but dull laven- 
der-magenta looks terrible. Similar- 
ly, magenta and yellow are fine 
together if both have the same 
intensity, but not otherwise. | 

Remember to consider _ leaf 


colors. too. When choosing plants 
for backgrounds, reserve the soft 
gray-green leaves for the pink. 
crimson. or magenta flowers; vivid 
yellow-green leaves for the yellow, | 


orange, and scarlet ones.

But if there is a 
real reason for the straight line— 
a mowing edge strongly defined. a 
needed path or fence—the eye ac- 
cepts the straight line for what it 
is, an honest necessity. therefore 
a part of beauty.

\ THY so few beautiful gardens? 
Most gardens belong to flower 
lovers. To these people the bloom 
is the thing. They see only one 
plant at a time. They are intrigued 
by the miracle of growth. They 
marvel at the beauty in a flower or 
ia a leaf. But they can’t look at 
a whole garden and appreciate it 
as a work of art. They care little 
for ecology. To them it is a stuffy 
business—“What difference which 
plants grow together in Nature?” 
The flower lovers care only to know 
how to grow the obsession of the 
moment. They make flower beds 
just to have a place to grow plants. 
They crowd one or two each of 
dozens of kinds of plants into a 
bed. They pay no attention 
over-all effect of having the

flower bed. The result is that the 
carden doesn’t hold together. 
The plant lovers say, rightly, that 
Nature is beautiful. But they for- 
cet that Nature can be spoiled by 





man. that the very fact man builds 
the garden takes away some of the 
God-given gracefulness of plants in 
Nature. 

Then there is the whole unfortu- 
nate business of rainbow, chasing 
for “continuous bloom all summer.” 
Let’s face it. It can’t be done with- 
out a constant shifting of plants 
in and out of the flower bed. This 


takes pot gardening and all the 
tricks in the trade—and much 
cash. Those who build beauty 


around color—and most gardeners 
do—are doomed to futility and un- 
happiness. This beauty can be only 
short-lived. 


NHE beautiful garden must be 

built around the permanent in- 
eredients of beauty. Aim ‘at the

es. America is finally developing its own Style. 

This is amazing news to most people. But what is 

more amazing is that it was not recognized and joyfully pro- 

claimed 10 or 15 years ago.

At last we are ready to announce, for we are sure, that 
an American Style has been born, and is growing into matur- 
ity.

For the new American Style has been created by us Amer- 
icans and has grown from the traits of our American Char- 
acter.

This new kind of beauty has evolved from our talent for 
manipulating the practical, the everyday, the ingenious, the 
technical. It has emerged because we have finally realized that 
our present environment matters more than our heredity. 

As a result, a new spirit and look is appearing all over 
this country—in our houses, our habits, our behavior. It is 
significant because it shows that we want to live for ourselves 
and not for the effect on other people. (Fifty years ago, this 
was not true.) Now we want to live comfortably, cheerfully, 
easily, without fuss. We don’t want to be slaves to our pos- 
sessions, like some of our grandparents who were still under 
the influence of European attitudes and manners. We want 
our houses and their furnishings to serve us, to pamper us, 
to leave us free. It is not American to “put on side,” so our 
manners have become less formal and less ostentatious. Con- 
sequently, our styles have limbered up, become less formal 
and less self-conscious, and freer to do what needs to be 
done, regardless of the rules. 

All styles are social manifestations. So when we develop 
a style of our own, rather than copy others, it is a sure sign 
of greater social maturity. 

The best guide to recognizing our new American Style is 
this: See how it works. Unless it offers some gain or im- 
provement in performance over that of previous things. it 
rules itself out, even though it may look new, and look Amer- 
ican. Only if it works better is it eligible. 

We give you, on page 158, a set of criteria for recognizing 
this Style which is already everywhere around us. But. be- 
fore you can use these criteria, you will need to understand 
how our Way of Life has produced a Style. When you 
see that this American Style is really an American point of 
view, then and only then are you ready to apply the standards 


by which you recognize it. 
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To understand the new American style 


you have to remember what makes 
us characteristically American. 
We share common traits that are 


keys to what we like and accept 





o one needs to be told that America is a melting pot, 
or that we believe in freedom. But see how these 
things have affected the shapes of our houses and fur- 
niture. We have adopted design traditions from all over 
the world but modified and blended them to suit our own 
needs, and no one has been able to force us into the strait 
jacket of any style dogma. Our idea of democracy is to 
level up. not down, and so we have leveled up living stand- 
ards and made humble things elegant. 

We have “Yankee ingenuity.” But more important is 
what we have done with it. We have used it to provide com- 


fort, for we love comfort. We have used it to make house- 


| 
work easier because we have a high regard for women. 
Most of us feel a moral obligation to work, so we have the 
worker’s respect for devices that save work, save time, or 
do several jobs at once. But they have to be more than just 
| ingenious since Americans judge everything by the yard-

of LEVELING UP 


n America, when we say democracy makes all men equal, we 
mean it levels up from the bottom—not down from the top. You 
say the best the country has to offer is none too good for you, 
and no one but your pocketbook would deny it. We all maintain 
our right to keep up with the Joneses. But you would never 
dream of asking Mrs. Jones to keep down with you. At the same 


the 





time we have raised many symbols of plebeian living 
rocking chair and the hamburger. dungarees and the soia bed— 
to the same degree of quality and elegance as caviar and 
ermine. That’s what Americans mean by leveling up. 

A striking illustration of this peculiarly American brand 
of democracy, we think, is this new series of rooms designed 
by T. H. Robsjohn-Gibbings for the Widdicomb Furniture 
Company and photographed in Grand Rapids at the last whole- 


sale market.

and you can see what John Wellborn Root 
meant when he said some 60 years ago, “In America, we are 
free of artistic traditions.” One of the great architects of the 
Chicago school of the last century whose pioneering work 
begot our emerging American style. he was conscious even 
then that something was happening. . 

“A new spirit of beauty is being developed and perfected.” 
he said, “and even now its first achievements are beginning 
to delight us. This is not the old thing made over: it is new. 
It springs out of the past, but it is not tied to it. It studies 
the traditions but is not enslaved by them.” 

The furniture in these rooms is the result of three years 
of close collaboration between designer and manufacturer to 
bring well-made pieces of contemporary design within the reach 
of moderate incomes. Many have admired Mr. Gibbings’ two 
previous collections. Few were able to afford his furniture.

levels. Now many can afford it, as you will see by examining 
prices on pages 199-200. It is not “low cost.” It is not intended 
to be. It does not represent a sacrifice of basic quality, but 
rather a sacrifice of expensiveness. It does without the rare 
material that is expensive to buy, and the small details that 
are expensive to execute but do not necessarily improve the 
performance of the finished product. It is by this elimination 
of the nonessentials that American industry has succeeded in 
leveling upward the American standard of living. 

Study this furniture closely and you will see that it also 
reflects the American habit of elevating humble things to a 
new elegance. The wood is native American walnut, as indige- 
nous to our scene as corn or Coca-Cola. But it has been finished 
to a cool, pale shade of faun brown called “Sorrel” which is 
as luxurious to look at as the rarest of exotic veneers. 

Even though you never saw them before, the designs will 
look familiar because they have grown out of the common 
types of furniture which Americans have been making and 
using in one form or another for the past two hundred years. 
There is the sawbuck table, the slat-back chair, the spindle bed, 
the rocking chair. But in Mr. Gibbings’ hands they have been 
raised to a polished elegance which can never be found in 
watered-down versions of “palace” furniture. Notice how the 
rounded leg used on most of the pieces tapers gently from the 
base upward toward the top, while on the magazine rack and 
the tables with crossed legs, each member tapers from the center 
toward the ends. 

If you have come to think of “functional” as a word that

was one of the first post-Victorian homes to restate boldly 
the old American proposition that a dwelling should be de- 
signed to be lived in rather than looked at. It was one of the 
first of those houses which were to establish the fact that 
modern life must be served. no matter what the old rules 
said. New theories of health. diet and hygiene set new stand- 
ards. These houses provided the answers: sleeping porches 
and baths, airy bedrooms, sunny labor-saving kitchens. 

A lot has happened to American houses since Richardson 
built this one—and not all of it has been happy. by any 
means. Time after time the standards of modesty, hospitality, 
and good sense set by the Stoughton house have been sub- 
merged by new fads and crazes. Merely to list them makes 
the head swim: Plaster Classic of the Chicago World’s Fair 
in 1893: Art Nouveau; Mission Oak; Spanish Colonial and 
Dutch Colonial; Norman and Tudor. Here and there, even, 
were spots of Egyptian and Mayan. Some of these styles did 
no lasting damage. Others—like Cape Cod and Williams-

burg—were widely and carelessly copied, with no regard to 
regional variations in climate or custom, and thus became 
absurd. 

Yet underneath all this froth and fury, the seed planted by 
Richardson survived and flourished. In Chicago, Louis Sulli- 
van, even though he did few residences himself. prepared the 
ground for Frank Lloyd Wright. Wright, in his turn, produced 
the fine group he called the Prairie Houses (top, page 135). 
Out in Pasadena, in the first years of the century, the Greene 
Brothers were building their remarkable, wholly American 
houses (pages 138-139). And all over the country thousands 
of anonymous carpenters and builders were putting up the 
“California Bungalow.” 

However much the least good of these differed from the 
best. they had one quality in common: they tried to house 
the American family in terms of its own time and _ place. 
Naturally, this did not mean that all influences from across 
the seas were “bad.” Nor that men like Wright and the 
Greenes were not affected by the cultural impulses from 
abroad which washed around them. As a matter of fact, their 
houses were profoundly influenced by our then-recent redis- 
covery of Oriental art and architecture. In much the same 
fashion. the next generation was influenced by the work of 
the great European modernists—Le Corbusier, Gropius. van 


der Rohe. Aalto. These were influences which could and did

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enrich our architecture. With them, as always, we went 
through the same process of selection, adaptation and modi- 
fication to the special conditions of American life until today 
they are an integral part of our experience, almost as familiar 
as Richardson’s brown shingles. 

Our modern architecture is thus seventy years old—or 
young, depending upon how you look at it. It is the synthesis 
of many forces, many men. Every part of our country has 
contributed to it. But different regions have, at different 
times, been the center of creative activity, and have given 
it a special form. Richardson lived in Boston. With Sullivan 
and Wright, the center of gravity shifted to Chicago. But 
Chicago lost its leadership with the World’s Fair of 793, 
whose stucco grandeur and bold landscaping swept the Amer- 
ican people off their feet. Only the West Coast was isolated 
from this new craze for the Classic—isolated by geography 
and because the West was pioneer country and had too many 
other problems to concern itself with Parthenons and Greek 
temples. 

So the creative architectural center shifted to the West. 
Here, in the fertile environment of a booming, free, cosmopol- 
itan society, the American house continued to evolve—to 
evolve as an instrument to produce good living and self-expres- 
sion, free of snobbish implications about social status. and 


free of rules. (Continued on page 258)

o one can deny that we now have something which may 

be rightly called “the new American house.” All over 

the country, from Maine to California, we see houses with a 

new look. But, unlike the previous short-lived and abortive 

styles, which have been styled abroad to be foisted on the 

American public by a well-planned campaign, these houses 

spring out of our own life and thought. They are indigenous 

to the country. Their look is beginning to be our look—the 
American look. 

Not only are these houses, that are emerging all over the 
country, new in form, in intention, and in the life for which 
they provide, but their furniture and equipment is just as 
different from that to which we have been accustomed as 
are the houses themselves. Together they amount to a cultural 
declaration of independence, coming about 175 years after 
the political one. It is amazing that for so long, after political 
and later economic freedom was achieved, our country still 
remained socially the colony of Europe. 

And strange as it may seem, the prevalence of European 
architectural styles in America played an important part in 
maintaining this condition. It assured a market for other 
European arts and made for the supremacy of European de- 
sign in everything used in and about the house. 

The new American house has not only freed architecture 
from the burden of having to use borrowed forms, but it has 
also liberated the minor arts as well. Furniture. fabrics. orna- 


mental objects. and tableware are no longer forced to follow 


















European models to be appropriate to their use and setting. 

In fact, just the opposite is true. The European designer 
no longer has the edge. The American artist now has an equal 
chance to work out his ideas, in the assurance that there will 
be a market for his work. This is a form of opportunity quite 
as important as that offered by the presence of free land in 
the last century, and one which is being eagerly grasped by 
young people today. 

These new houses have many roots. Many influences have 
converged to make them what they are. For, although the 
impact they make upon the senses is that of something entirely 
new, actually they are the result of a long period of develop- 
ment. Many of their formative influences are still unrecog- 
nized. For instance, Greene and Greene houses (imitations of 
which swept the country a generation ago under the name 
of “California Bungalow”) seem at first sight to have little in 
common with the new houses. But actually just the reverse 
is true. In many important ways Greene and Greene houses 
anticipated the new, or paved the way for what was to come. 
Many of the features of the néw houses—climate control. 
storage walls, flush panel ceiling lights, modern fenestration. 
built-in and sectional furniture, and well-designed kitchen 
cupboard space—were to be found in Greene and Greene 
houses nearly half a century ago. 

The large glass areas in the new houses were anticipated 
by Greene and Greene, who used glass walls in the early 1900's.

1907—Forty-three years ago we were beginning to 
smooth out the relation between indoors and outdoors. 
In the Pratt house, shown left and above, the Greenes 
made indoor floors flow right out through doorways onto 
wide living terraces, with only an imperceptible change 


in level. Now everybody is striving to achieve same effect. 


on three sides of the room. and is divided by a sectional glass 
wall which can be folded back out of the way. The Crocker 
house in 1909, designed by Henry M. Greene. has a long gal- 
lery on the south, one wall of which is entirely of glass. In 
the Cordelia Culbertson house in 1911, the glass wall of the 
garden room can be made to disappear above the ceiling. 
by the simple expedient of a hollow parapet wall and counter 
balances. All that it lacks to put it in the forefront of build- 
ing innovation is electrical operation. 

Provision for outdoor living was also pioneered by Greene 
and Greene. They popularized the patio house, taking the 
idea from the Spanish houses they found in California and 
developing the plan until the type became suitable for Amer- 
ican needs. But with or without patios. even the smallest 
Greene and Greene house had some provision for outdoor life. 
some veranda or terrace which softened the outlines of the 
house, provided a place for vines and made it easy and invit- 
ing to step out of doors. Nearly always an unroofed terrace 
was supplemented by a roofed space. This was part of the 
architects’ concern for convenience. as anyone who has had 
to cope with the problems of caring for outdoor furniture 
knows only too well. 

Conscious adaptation to climate and site clearly shows in 
the work of Greene and Greene. The heat and glare of South- 
ern California sunshine caused them to use white roofs which 
lower interior temperature several degrees. They used wide

ow can you define the essence of our taste? 
If someone asked you what kind of things the French liked, 

you might say they had a taste for decorative ornament, 
for fragility, delicacy, applied carvings and brasses, 
light and graceful detail. If someone asked you about German taste, 
you might say it was for plainer things that are inclined to look 
big and solid. Italian taste leans toward luxurious baroque curves. 

But what do Americans like? The simplest answer would be: 
Our taste is a hybrid. We like everything; we borrow from everywhere. 
But we do something to it—after we get it home. 

This is not surprising if you consider that no nation’s art 
is entirely original, or its taste entirely different 
from its neighbor’s. Inevitably you can trace them back 
to a mixture of transplanted roots which have blossomed differently 
in a new climate and a new soil. As Samuel Barlow wrote recently 
in the Atlantic Monthly: “Nationalism in art is most often 
the new minting of foreign gold. The lending and borrowing of ideas 
is an incessant shuttle, for ideas travel without passport 
and blithely leap customs barriers.” 

Since America is, racially, a melting pot, 
and almost every community and every family is a mixture 
of nationality strains, how can our taste help but be a mixture, too? 

Look inside our houses and you will see the result. 
We have porcelains from China and marbles from Italy, 
tin ware from Mexico, and primitive masks from Africa. 
We combine cottons from Latin-America with silks from Siam. 
Details of our oldest furniture that is truly indigenous can

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We have been accused of not being a creative people, 
of borrowing a little of this and that from other cultures 
and other periods, rather than creating fresh things for ourselves. 
This has been true. Up to recently, all but a small minority 
of our architects and designers have done just that— 
tacking all their borrowed ideas together like a patchwork quilt. 
As a young nation, we were lacking in self-confidence 
and thought foreign things were better than our own. 
But this is less true every year. For we are growing up. 
A true American taste is now emerging that is not prompted 
by an urge to imitate. As Ralph Barton Perry has pointed out, 
we select and reject, and the things we select we modify. 
We may borrow a line or a motif or even a whole design, but 
we discard the rest. We adapt our borrowings to our own purposes. 
We simplify them. We make them more comfortable, more convenient, 
and easier to care for. Some things we make more informal, 
others more elegant. We judge their performance, 
not by intellectual theories, but according to common sense. 


The emerging American taste is for simplified things that work.

hat makes a garden American—certainly not its plants. 

Four changes, in fields far removed from horticulture, have 

had a profound effect on our gardens and our use of our 
land. When the medical field discovered how beneficial sun and 
fresh air were to health, and a barrier to disease, we began to 
use more glass in our houses, and to let the sun in to kill the 
“microbes.” To get more fresh air into our lungs, we began to 
live outdoors via sports and “‘outdoor living.” Parallel with 
these social developments, glass began to improve technically. 
About 18 years ago we achieved an insulative glass, which sud- 
denly removed the chief drawback to big windows in cold cli- 
mates. So we began to “bring in the outdoors” in a big way. 
These three changes have been strongly aided and abetted by a 
fourth. The shrinking dollar since World War I has caused houses 
to shrink in size. To compensate for such small rooms, architects 
began to use the outdoor-indoor relationship as a device to fool 


the eye into thinking our rooms are bigger (Continued on page 269)

Its design should be agreeably fitted to its purpose. If it is a 
structure, it should fit its environment. If it is a garden, it 
should take advantage of its site, the needs of the family who 
will use it, and be so constituted that it is beautiful twelve 
months of the year. If it is furnishings, it should perform 


effectively and simply—without tortuous, stylistic tricks. 


lis materials should be honestly and appropriately used with 
some indication that their nature and capacity have been 
understood, appreciated, and made the most of—not made to 


imitate something, or complicated beyond their true nature. 


It should take advantage of our numerous technologies (if they 
pertain) which can be harnessed today to make things per- 


form better, wear longer, require less upkeep. 


It should have no superfluous ornament which is tacked on as 
an afterthought to the basic design. It may have ornament, 
but it must be integrated ornament. Our American talent for 
simplification is enormous, and some of our most beautiful 


things are the simplest. 


It may be reminiscent of our past, but it will be a modified, simpli- 
fied, almost impressionistic version of the original. If we do 
use the past, it is because of its usefulness, not because it is “an 
authentic copy.” If it is “periody,” it is most likely to be a deri- 
vation of some of our older, native American design idioms 


like Cape Cod, Shaker, Pennsylvania Dutch, Spanish, ete. 


It may be Modern, but it will be an American version of Modern, 
not a straight European version. Again the adapting, modi- 


fying concept applies, for we change what we import. 


It should have the appeal of the familiar. We Americans like the 
new, but in practice we want the radically new to have some 


familiar link to its previous prototypes. 


It should appeal to common sense. Americans’ reaction to the 
intellectual stunt or trick is “so what.” We do not judge things 


intellectually, but by common sense. 
It should combine beauty and utility, for in the best American 


design they are indivisible. Neither abstract beauty nor mech- 


anistic utility is enough by itself. We Americans want both. 
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You can use thin, easy-to-carry cush- 
ions. In one trip, you can put away 
the cushions of eight or nine chairs.

f you are fed up with coddling outdoor furniture, 

here are three common-sense solutions. The most 
practical method is to have furniture that has no parts 
which invite weather trouble. Shop for frames of 
weather-resistant wood, or guaranteed chrome. copper, 
aluminum, steel, or wrought-iron. Accept cushionless 
chairs of metal mesh, slung canvas. plastic or raw- 
hide webbing, or varnished hickory bark. Some furni- 
ture will work well on porches or paving that would 
rot if placed on wet soil. So tailor what you buy to 
the condition in which it must live. — 

Inventive skill has not yet produced the cushion 
to outwit all kinds of weather. So if you want cush- 
ions, be realistic. Settle for thin pads. small and light 
enough so you can rush to shelter, in one trip. all 
the cushions on the whole terrace. If chair cushions 
and chaise mattresses are too bulky for toting. pro- 


tect them with sheets of transparent plastic. ample 





enough to tuck under and anchor against wind and rain.

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Too Much 
Climate 


ne way, of course, is to flee to the mountains in sum- 

mer and to Florida in the winter. This would leave 

you with only spring and fall to face—usually the most pleas- 
ant parts of the year. But most of us can’t do that. 


Most of us have to stay right there at home and, except for 
a couple of weeks in August, make the best of the weather. 
And what weather it is! If you live in the Midwest, for 
instance, the official temperatures in any year will range 
from 110°F. down to 25° below zero. Since you're most 
comfortable at around 70°, this means that the weather will 
be from 40° too hot down to 95° too cold. It’s like taking a 
year-long ride on a roller coaster. The weather zooms you up 
to a hot and humid 110°, plunges you down to a frigid 25° 
below. You’re always passing the 70° comfort level, but you 
never stay there long. 

There are few people on earth who have a rougher deal, 
climatically speaking, than Middle Westerners. The Eskimos 
have it colder, and the Arabs have it hotter. But they don’t 
have both. They can adjust their diet, clothing, and housing 
to one set of conditions. These conditions may be far from 
ideal, but at least they are steady. 

In Kansas City or St. Louis, for instance, you need two 
kinds of diet, two sets of clothing, and two kinds of work 
habits. By rights you should have two kinds of houses. But 
since this is usually impossible, you’ve got to make one 
house do the work of two. This is never easy. It’s all but 
impossible unless you understand the different elements of 
which your climate is made, and the way your house and 
grounds can help you master them. On the following pages,

It’s these extremes above ground that have led Dr. Paul 


A. Siple, House BEAUTIFUL’s consulting climatologist, to 








suggest that six feet underground is the most comfortable 
place to live in the Missouri River Valley. This is not as 
silly as it sounds. You have to remember that down there 
the temperature is a steady 55°F. (See drawings on fac- 
ing page.) This is a lot of warmth in winter when the 
temperature is below freezing. And it’s a lot of coolness 
in summer when the temperature top-side is in the nine- 
ties. This is what makes the old-fashioned basement com- 
fortable the year around, and this is why climate-con- 
scious builders and architects are looking at the basement 
with new respect. 

Of course, you'd want more light, air, and view than 
the old-fashioned basements gave. Thus the best way to tap 
the earth’s constant temperature would be to build your 
house into a south or east slope. David C. Runnells, Kan- 
sas City architect, has done this in the house shown on 
the next page. But, like him, you’d have to watch out for 
two things—ground water outside and damp air inside, Of 
the two, ground water is easiest to control. Proper drain- 
age and waterproofing will do the trick. But humid air is 
another matter. Ideally, basement air should be dried so 


that it can’t condense on cool walls. But air-drying equip- 


ment is not yet perfected for residential use. So, if you 
can’t afford summer air conditioning, be sure your under- 


ground room has plenty of ventilation. 


Above ground, first things first 


Most people in the region will continue to live above 
ground, however, and they are faced with a real para- 
dox. If you can’t build a separate house for each of the 
seasons, how can you make one house do the job? The 
answer is: by intelligent compromises. 

The first thing you should know about this (or any 
other) climate is the temperature regime—how many 
hours of each temperature you can reasonably expect. In

You can see that about 60 per cent of all the hours of 
the year fall below 64°F. Yet we are much more likely to 
remember the hot summer weather than the winter cold. 
There are several good reasons for this. High tempera- 
tures cause more discomfort than low ones. Then the hot- 
test hours of the year are bunched together into four 
months—June through September. Finally, they come 
mostly in daytime, when you are awake and active. You 
are more conscious of them than the coldest hours of win- 
ter which come just before dawn when you are fast asleep. 

Hot weather in this region, then, is much more impor- 
tant to your health than it appears in the percentages. If 
you had to build a house for only this portion of the year, 
it would be something like this: a light parasol of a roof, 
waterproof and sun-reflecting with very wide eaves: walls 
that fold back or even no walls at all—just insect screen- 
ing; cool, dry floors stilted off the ground; a big lot with 
high shade trees near the house. In short, the sort of 
house that Gauguin painted in Tahiti. And, in view of the 
fact that it gets hotter in St. Louis than it ever does in 
Tahiti, you'd be doing the sensible thing. 

Unfortunately, though. to be comfortable during the 
rest of the year, the above is exactly what you wouldn’t 
want. For, at the bottom of the scale, you need snug, well- 
insulated roofs, walls. and floors. You want few openings 


and you want them weather-tight. You want central heat-

Granting the will- 
ingness, a wide range of repair 
skill can be readily mastered. 

A good rule to follow is to avoid 
loading yourself to the point of 
distaste and boredom. If you have 
a knack for using tools and enjoy 
puttering, home maintenance can 
be an enjoyable hobby. If, on the 





other hand, every job is a nuisance, 
then the best thing to do is to 
strike a balance between the bur- 
den involved and the money saved 
and to do no more than the eco- 
nomics of the situation dictate. A 
bored mechanic is likely to be a 
poor one.

| Fare tackled: touch-up painting

gaily and competently painting her 
own house. 

There are, however, a few things 
that are usually best not performed 
by amateur hands. Major roofing 
and sheet metal repairs are among 
these. A leaking basement is usu- 
ally a task for an expert. Ditto a 
settlement problem. Plastering, ex- 
cept for very minor repairs, takes 
skill beyond the capacity of the 
ordinary householder. The first ap- 
pearance of little flying white ants 
or of a strange earth tube plastered 
against a foundation wall is a 
definite reason to call a specialist, 
for termites are not handled by 
home remedies. 

Whether your self-assumed main- 
tenance program is to be modest 
or ambitious, you will want to pro- 
vide yourself (1) with a home 
repair shop and (2) with a home 
repair library. Your shop can 
be readily housed 
side of your garage or in a corner 
of your basement. It will consist 
of a carpenter’s bench, such as can 
be bought knocked-down for easy 


along the 


assembly, a rack or cabinet for 
tools and paint brushes, a cabinet 
for paint and such items as glue, 
plastic wood, patching plaster, etc. 
On your paint shelf, it will be par- 
ticularly desirable to keep a row 
of sealed jars containing left-overs 
of the paints used throughout the 
house—the best possible means of 
assuring satisfactory touch-up work. 
It is also helpful to have means 
for orderly storage of small parts 
—wood screws, brads and small 
nails, faucet washers, bolts and 
nuts, ete. 


note on tools: If you are not 
A already the owner of an assort- 
ment of tools, restrain your enthu- 
siasm and combat the temptations 
of the hardware store. The size 
and character of your tool collec- 
tion should be governed by the 
range of work you propose to do 
and the continuity with which you 
propose to pursue it. Loading up 
with expensive tools for a one-time 
job may be poor economy. If you 
are limiting yourself to minor re- 


| pairs and adjustments, a few sim- 
ple carpenter’s tools, a pipe wrench, 
a large monkey wrench or adjust- 
able end wrench, a_ plumber’s 
helper, a small trowel, and several 
paint brushes are enough. If your 


intentions are broader, your stock 





of tools can be expanded with your 
ambition.

switch. Naturally, the blender has 
become an invaluable aid in the 
preparation of special diets and 
offers people on tube feedings more 
variety than they have ever had 
before.

he French now say okay for bon. The Italians call every- 


thing “cute.” The English use “bum” when they mean a 


man who is down and out; the original British meaning of the | 


word (the nether part of the anatomy) has given way to the 
American meaning. A favorite apéritif both in Paris and in Rome 
is the tomato juice cocktail. In Stockholm young people call each 
other by their first names almost as soon as they meet, as we do, 
and then dance to American melodies or discuss Faulkner and 
Hemingway. 

The American influence goes deeper than use of words, imita- 
tions of customs, and enjoyment of American gadget-ingenuity. 
It goes deeper than the Marshall Plan. America may still be the 


rich uncle, but to many thoughtful people it has also become the 








thoughtful mentor. ‘ 


All this we know. Yet, living in the midst of it, we cannot quite 
sort out the active ingredients of that influence. Indeed, we have 
only superficially analyzed what constitutes American thought, 
what is the American “style.” This issue of the magazine attempts 
to show that a truly American style has grown up in our archi 
tecture and decoration. A good and fascinating subject! And 
we might as well devote the music article to a discussion of the 
American style in music, provided that there is such a thing.

the edge of the great winter sun- 
shine belt. From 50% to 60% of all 
winter daylight will be sunny. Un- 
like your neighbors to the east, you 
can count on enough winter sun to 
help with the heating bills. So all 
your windows want to be carefully 
studied with an eye to harnessing 
maximum winter sun. Here you 
can follow standard solar window 
rules on size and exposure of glass 
areas. (See “How to Put a Harness 
on the Sun,” October 1949 issue 
page 158 and “How to Control the 
Sun,” March 1950 page 105.) 

But before you buy those win- 
dows, you'd better check on another 
paradox of the Missouri River Val- 
ley—namely, that in winter, sun 
and wind come generally from the 
same direction. For eleven months 
out of twelve, the prevailing winds 
blow from the south and_ south- 
west. Onlv in Februarv do they 
come another direction— 
northwest. This means that the side

In 
summer, this is a puzzle that can 
be solved in your favor, but, in 
winter, it is a tough nut to crack. 


HE tried-and-true prairie custom 

of planting tree belts as wind- 
breaks is sound. As the drawing on 
this page shows, they do cut down 
wind velocities and thus reduce the 
chilling effect on your house. If 
such tree belts are planted to the 
northwest, they will slow down the 
celdest winds, and, incidentally, 
give you July shade where you need 
it. But planted to the south, such 
windbreaks will cut off the welcome 
winter sun as well as the unwanted 
wind. If the trees are deciduous, the 
bare branches won’t cut off much 
sun. But then they won’t cut off 
much wind either—not as much as 
evergreens. Naturally, winds vary 
with each area, even with each lot,

A Detroit, Michigan. housewife 
called the fire department to re- 
port a small blaze evidently started 
by a cigarette she dropped when 
she fell asleep. Within two minutes 
the firemen arrived and found her 
dead—gassed. She never knew that 
smouldering textiles give off carbon 
monoxide. carbon dioxide, hydro- 
gen sulphide, and hydrocyanic-acid 
gasses that work with swift, deadly 
accuracy. 


A clean house seldom burns be- 
cause there’s no fuel for spon- 
taneous ignition, a mysterious ac- 
tion that has been recognized as a 
fire hazard- longer than any other 
except lightning. Ranking promi- 
nently among the known causes of 
home fires. this chemical action 
undoubtedly accounts for thousands 
of “mystery” fires. In simple terms, 
it is the generation of heat that 
results when a substance oxidizes, 
i.e., combines with the oxygen in 
the air. 

Paint and oil rags or mops are 
the worst offenders and should be 
kept outdoors or in a tightly-closed 
metal can. Never toss them care- 
lessly in a closet or this may hap- 
pen to you: A 23-year-old Chicago 
woman died from burns when a fire 
in the broom closet ignited her 
dress when she opened the door. 
Cause: spontaneous ignition of fur- 
niture polishing cloths. 

Women have a natural acquisi- 
tive instinct but they often work it 
overtime. They save old news- 
papers, clothes, mattresses, and a 
thousand odds and ends of trash 
that are perfect breeding places 
for these spontaneous fires. An at- 
tic or cellar loaded with junk is 
likely to be undisturbed for long 
periods of time—and those stealthy 
fires love privacy! 

Thousands of cities throughout 
the country have become aware of 
the fire dangers that lurk in nearly 
every home and_ wholeheartedly 
participate in periodic annual fire- 
prevention campaigns. Following 
these nation-wide removals of fire 
hazards, the number of home fires 
for a month or so takes a sharp 
drop. then begins crawling back to 
the appalling “normal” total.

CONSERVE WATER. Folks in water shortage 
areas where subsoil reserves were not built up 
by winter rain and snow should plan their 
summer garden with drought in mind as a possi- 
bility. More space per plant helps a lot. Collect 
organic material, such as leaves and lawn clip- 
pings, to use later for summer mulching. Kill 
weeds when they are small so they will not sap 
precious soil moisture. 


BY-PRODUCT MULCHES. While living in the 
South, I used to get sacks of peanut hulls for 
mulching around tomatoes and the summer crop 
of pole beans. Cotton-seed hulls were used by 
some of my neighbors. You may have an agri- 
cultural by-product locally available that is 
suitable for mulching. Ask your county agri- 
cultural agent. 


PROTECT ASPARAGUS. Last spring a May 
frost spoiled all the asparagus spears that were 
up at the time and many gardeners lost two 
good cuttings. When a freeze is _ predicted, 
harvest all spears that are six inches or more 
above the ground. Cover the shorter spears with 
a little soil. They'll break through as soon as it 
warms up enough for growth to resume. 


REMOVE TOMATO COVERS. Early tomato 
plants are also vulnerable to late frost. No doubt 
you have your own scheme for covering them. 
But it’s just as important to uncover promptly 
in the morning to avoid over-heating after the 
sun is well up. Soft growth that occurs during 
even one day of high temperatures and reduced 
light is very susceptible to damage by both 
frost and wind. ; 


SPRING USE FOR BASKETS. Half-bushel 
baskets were used to cover tomatoes on frosty 
spring nights by a neighbor of mine when I 
lived in Pennsylvania. They are about the best 
cover available from the standpoint of ease of 
storing and moving to and from the garden. 
They are large enough, too, to cover husky pot- 
grown plants without risk of injury. 


STRAWBERRY BLOSSOMS. Spring blossoms 
on newly set strawberries should be picked off 
to promote better first-year vegetative growth. 
If you have a new planting of ever-bearers, 
remove the blossoms until midsummer. You 
will get a larger fall crop.

WATCH FOR FLEA BEETLES. These tiny 
black insects eat small round holes in leaves. 
The pest is hard to see because it hops around 
so fast. Watch young plants. especially toma- 
toes. for signs of damage. Apply an all-purpose 
dust containing rotenone. Flea beetles usually 
stay around only a short time, but they can do 
considerable damage in years when they happen 
to be numerous. 


TO SPRAY OR NOT TO SPRAY. Blossom time 
inevitably raises this question for folks with a 
few apples or pear trees. Unsprayed back-yard 
trees often produce good fruit because of the 
birds and other natural insect predators. But 
codling moth often causes wormy fruit even on 
a lone tree. Scab is likely to be bad in damp 
years. You can't depend on getting by without 
spraying. 


PASCAL CELERY. Green Pascal-type celery 
seems to be a universal favorite nowadays. I am 
often asked whether it can be grown in a home 
garden. Yes. It’s not difficult to grow, but it is 
likely to be bitter in warm weather. So seed 
now and transplant when large enough. It will 
make wonderful fall celery and may be stored 
outdoors until early winter. A word to begin- 
ners: Celery requires fertile soil, lots of water. 
and. in humid weather, frequent spraying for 
control of Jeaf diseases. 


ONION MAGGOTS. Several of my friends here 
in Michigan have given up planting onion sets 
because maggots have ruined their crops for the 
last two years. Ray Hutson. entomologist at 
Michigan State College. tells me there is some- 
thing especially attractive about onion sets to 
this pest. If maggots have been causing trouble, 
try onion transplants instead of sets. 


FAST START. Gardeners everywhere are find- 
ing that starter solutions speed young trans- 
plants on their way. particularly tomato, pepper, 
and strawberries. European gardeners have used 
weak manure water for years, but a balanced 
plant food in concentrated form makes the 
practice more convenient and often results in 
better plants. “Takehold” is the name of one of 
the several soluble plant food concentrates I 
have used. Just a few stirs after the directed 
amount is poured into the sprinkling can, and 
it’s ready to apply.

BUSH SWEET POTATO. Southern gardeners, 
watch for the new bush-type sweet potato! It 
should fit into the home garden better than 
ordinary vining types and will be easier to 
harvest. I was astonished when I first saw a 
planting in Texas. The first plant was found 
by a Texas farmer in a field of the Puerto Rican 
variety. —K eith C. Barrons

ow do you get wind control for your house and 

your garden? In most places it is very simple: 
Block the northwest winds. We admit there are many 
exceptions to this because there are so many different 
climates in this country. But, in most places in the United 
States, the cold winds come from the northwest, the 
warm winds from the southwest or south. Wind control 
consists mostly of this: Protect yourself from the north- 
west winds, but let the southwest winds blow free. 

This has to do with the way our American weather is 
made. The main climate fact about the United States is 
that it is an area of “cyclonic activity.” Cyclones, also 
called “Atmospheric Lows,” move across the country 
from west to east in a steady succession, one or two a 
week. These cyclones bring-us big waves of air from the 
tropics, big waves of air from the polar regions. That’s 
the main idea in our weather. Heat and cold, humidity 
and dryness are imported goods—imported from the 
tropics, imported from the polar regions. 

When a “Norther” hits Texas, and brings freezing 
temperatures all the way down to the Gulf, the Texans 
say, “Trouble is, there is nothing between Texas and the 
North Pole but a barbed-wire fence.” They mean that as 
a joke, but it is really a plain statement of fact. The cold 
air does come from the polar regions. It does reach so 
far south mostly because the western plains give it so 
smooth a passage. And that’s the idea of wind control. 
Put something bigger than a barbed-wire fence between 


yourself and the North Pole.

You can study air currents 


Check the air-flow around your house the same way 
engineers do around an airplane model—by smoke. You 
will find that the wind does funny things. Here two 
cigarettes, held a few feet apart, show a calm spot and a 
windy spot. On a cool, sunny day, if you put your chair 
in the windy spot, the great chilling effect of even a 
slight breeze would cancel the warmth of the sunshine. 
You would be chilly. But if you put your chair in the 
calm spot, the sunshine would cancel the coolness of 


the air, and you would be warm.

You'll find it fun to watch your own weather and see 
how this checks out for your town. Watch the air you 
get—not sunshine or cloud, not rain or snow, not 
whether it is good or bad weather, but simply the air. 
You'll find it is true, all right. First, you get a few days 
of air that is balmy, muggy, warm, or hot (depending 
on the season). The wind is from a southerly direction, 
probably southwest. Then you get a short period of bad 
weather. Then a few days of air that is much colder and 
usually much drier and comes with a northwest wind. 
Then a couple of days of confusion, often with rain, 
and then warm air again. 

You will also connect certain things you read in the 
paper. When a heat wave is on in the East, the local 
weatherman is always quoted about “a mass of cool air” 
that is making its way down from Canada. When it gets 
here (if it gets here), the heat wave will end. Well, there 
is nothing unusual about this. Masses of cold air are 
sweeping down from Canada every few days, bring- 
ing a fresh load of polar cold. The only difference 
is that, when a heat wave is on, the papers pay atten- 
tion. 

If you watch your weather a little, you'll also ap- 
preciate a fine point that’s very important for wind 
control. It is what you might call the crowning touch. 
In fall, winter, and spring, sunny weather comes almost 
always with cold northwest winds—almost never with 
the warm southwest winds. They bring cloud. (That is, 


they often do; they do in most (Continued on page 184) 
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The House Itself 
is the Best Wind- break 


The big idea in wind control is to do it gently. You 
can’t stop wind, you must deflect it. You can’t force it, 
you must persuade it. It’s not enough to block it with a 
blunt wall: you must also give it a place to go instead. 
If you don’t, it will huff and puff and get you from be- 
hind. A tree. with thousands of twigs slowing the wind 
down piecemeal, is often more effective than a solid wall. 
A surface set slant-wise to the wind does a better job 
than one set squarely against it. That’s why the slant of 
the roof, below, protects this patio better than a mere 


wall would. 





Notice how this house creates a calm spot for outdoor 
living. Slope of roof helps deflect wind gently over this 
spot while plan of house helps deflect it around the spot. 
In most parts of the country, sunny fall and spring 
weather come in combination with cool winds. These 
winds blow from the northwest. The sun shines from the 
south. Therefore, the thing that keeps the winds off a spot 
still lets sun shine on that spot. The warming effect of 
this combination—calm air with strong sun—is great. It 


can give you summer-like weather in April or November. 





Well-known. down-the-neck breeze of convertible shows 
that a simple. blunt wall is not always the best wind- 
break. The girl’s scarf blows forward, showing she gets 
a breeze from behind. Reason: the air whirlpools around 
edges. over top of windshield. Same effect often occurs 
behind a house or a garden wall. These effects are hard 
to predict. Wind control must work in two stages. First 
on big scale. by correct placing of house. trees. garage, 
etc.; then on small scale. by garden walls, fences, hedges 


to stop spillage, cross-flows, whirlpooling of wind.

The secret is to choose plants that don’t need a lot of attention. 


Here are 16 flowers that thrive everywhere with a minimum of care 


veryone loves flowers. Most people like gardens. But 
many people hate gardening—the actual business of 
caring for a garden. They think gardening is too much work 
and not worth the trouble. But the Station Wagon set has 
discovered this isn’t true. They know how to have an attrac- 
tive garden without devoting all their spare time to it—and 
this doesn’t involve hiring a professional gardener to do 
the work. 
Here’s how you can do it, too: 
1. Choose the right plants—and not too many kinds. This 
doesn’t mean you have to stick to out-dated varieties. On 
the other hand, don’t go overboard for rare novelty kinds 


with fussy growing habits. For 1950 there are flower colors 


and shapes undreamed. Today the petunia and zinnia, for ex- 
ample, have so many glamorous varieties that they are no 
longer social outcasts in smart gardens. 

2. Use plants in groups, not singly. This avoids a spotty 
color effect, and makes possible a mutual support that helps 
in resisting winds and rains. Otherwise you have to stake 
your plants, a tedious job with unsightly results. 

3. Keep the central part of your yard open so power tools 
are practical. Power is one of the biggest labor-savers. 

4, Plant the sections for family living and entertaining 
mainly with permanent material—shrubs, evergreens, and 
interesting ground covers. Grow some flowers here for color,

your house. It can be done in old or new houses

Big secret of summer comfort 


Cool air at night is yours for the asking. 


Right at ground level, air always hot- 


test in daytime, coldest at night. Values 
shown are for a typical August midnight. 
300 feet above the ground, there is no 


day-night difference in air temperature. 


Wn control gives you a milder winter, an earlier 


spring, a longer autumn. Naturally you ask: “Doesn’t it 
give you a hotter summer?” It does not. 

Remember the big idea: cool winds from the northwest, 
hot-weather winds from the southwest. If you block your 
cold winds, the hot-weather winds can still have a clear 
run. But the question is: How much summer wind do you 
really want? 

Let’s back off for a moment and get a little perspective. 
How do we really get summer comfort? First of all, by 
proper shade. A house needs a wide, overhanging roof, a 
shade tree in the right place—that sort of thing. Secondly, 
by proper insulation and the intelligent use of materials. 
At all costs keep the material of the house from getting 
hot. Once your walls and ceilings are hot, you’re sunk. 
You're then sitting in a radiant-heating oven and no amount 
of wind can make you really comfortable. Wind comes only 
third. And if the house is designed right, you don’t need 
an awful lot of it. 

Here is why: Once the air gets warmer than, say, 85° F., 
it loses most of its cooling power. Your skin is about 85°, 
and how can 85° air cool an 85° skin? True, a hot sum- 
mer wind does cool you, but mostly via perspiration. Your 
skin is moist, and the evaporation of moisture is what cools 
you. Now, if you get more wind than you need to keep your 
skin just almost-dry, it doesn’t do you much good. It merely 
makes your skin feel dry and hot. It is hard on the com- 
plexion—ask any woman in western Kansas. Also, it blows 
too much dirt into the house. The faster the air flows, the 
more dirt it can carry—and it usually does. It carries plenty 
near the big cities in the East and near the dry, dusty fields 
of the Wheat Belt. 

The summer wind you want, therefore, is not a stiff breeze, 
shooting in one window, out the other. You want a con- 
stant slight breeze, just enough to pick up all the moisture 
from your skin, but no more. You, want it all through the 
house—no pockets of dead air anywhere. You want it all 
the time, so there’s no oppressive calm, day or night, 

In the dry parts of the country, Kansas, Nebraska, the 
whole Southwest, the hot-weather wind is dry, and it takes 
very little breeze to do the job. You have very much more 
than you need. You may want wind-breaks not only against 
northwest winds, but against southerly winds, too. In the 
the Gulf Coast, Florida, 


the Eastern Seaboard—you need a little more wind. But

there, too, wind is plentiful in summer in the daytime. Dur- 
ing the typical heat waves of New York and Washington, 
for instance, it is quite windy in the daytime. Your prob- 
lem is not how to get wind, but how to use it. Your archi-

Hillside house makes the most of its hill. 


Too many houses on sloping lots try to show a patch of 
lawn toward the street, even if it means a three-story 
foundation in the rear. This house makes no such error. 
It cleverly exploits its steeply sloping land so that 
from the moment you enter the top floor entry (right) 
you are aware of the slope beyond you. The living room 


on the lower level runs the full length of house. 


The young couple who built this house went about it 
with all the thoroughness and determination of a 
scientific expedition. From shopping for the land to 
shepping for the shrubbery, they followed a calcu- 
lated program. For example, they wanted a wooded, 
countrified, south slope, but it had to be on a bus line 
(they were a one-car family), and it had to have city 
water (a well and pump in those parts could easily 
cost $1,500). They wanted low taxes but they also 
wanted good public schools.

The total building cost for our house, including 
all items normally let on a general contract and 


including 10% contractor’s profit, was . . . $25,000. 


Our house, which you see on these pages, contains 
1,866 sq. ft. of living area and 858 sq. ft. of covered 
porches, overhangs, and carport. Rating all such 
non-enclosed spaces as costing one-third as much as 
enclosed space, the house adds up to 2,152 sq. ft., 


giving a . . . Cost per square foot of $11.62. 


If you are more accustomed to cubic-foot costs, 
the total cubage of the house comes to 20,177 cu. ft., 


giving a . . . Cost per cubic foot of $1.24. 


The above figure includes water supply, 1,000- 
gallon oil tank, electric service, septic tank and field, 
and all grading. It does not include such items as 
driveway, the flagstone terrace and stone retaining 
wall, the landscaping cost, and architect’s and en- 
gineer’s fees. (In other words, it excludes all items 
normally assumed by the owner, independent of the 
general contract.) 

In view of the difficult nature of the site, the 
necessity of some rock excavation and the rather 
greater-than-average cost of bringing in the services, 
I feel that we have achieved quite a bit for our 
money—particularly when you consider such fairly 
lavish items as the indoor planting bed with its 
water supply and drain; the water-cooled roof; the 
use of top-quality plumbing fixtures: and our five 
six-foot-long wardrobe cabinet units, each with the 
equivalent drawer space of a good-size dresser. 

Also, our costs include such luxuries as all-steel 
kitchen base and wall cabinets; wall-to-wall carpet- 
ing in all bedrooms and hallway: the custom-built 
steel stairway, and the balcony and sun-deck acces- 
sible from each bedroom. 

Not included in our costs are the following items: 
Electric sink-dishwasher and garbage disposer. Ten 
cu. ft. refrigerator with freezing compartment. Auto- 
matic laundry. Two-oven electric range. The cost of 
these items was about $1,700. 

Also, for your information, the flagstone terrace 
and stone retaining wall came to about $606, and 
the driveway cost about $450. 

Planting, up to now, is about $300, though we are 
far from done. Give us another couple of years on 
this. The land cost $1,000. The heating engineer’s 
fee was $50. The architect's fee was about $2,000 


and, of course, cheap at double the price.

ROWS VS. HILLS. Everyone should plant beans in June; 
main crops in the north and a second or third crop further 
south.

3, has proved effective against all kinds of aphids and certain 
mites. It is absorbed by the plant and then poisons sucking 
insects for several weeks. Only used on non-food crops so 
far, Pestox 3 may well usher in a new era in simplified pest 
control. 


CLEAN SPINACH. Having trouble getting spinach and other 
spring greens clean? Del has found that using hot water 
speeds up the washing process by slightly wilting the leaves. 
We also like to cut the leaves from the crown right in the 
garden and thus avoid as much dirt as possible. 


LONG SLIM CARROTS. Judging vegetables at a county fair, 
I once marveled at a display of perfect, long, slim carrots 
knowing that the soils in the area were predominantly a 
heavy clay. The proud exhibitor told me he opened a nar- 
row furrow with a flat shovel, filled with composted soil 
and planted on top. His carrots obviously had no difficulty 
in growing downward. I am going to try his method when I 
plant my Nantes carrots this month for fall and winter use. 


INSECTICIDES STILL NEEDED. Louis Bromfield recently 
lectured in our town. I felt that his views on soil management 
were very sound, but he seemed a little over-optimistic re- 
garding possibilities of insect control by proper plant nutri- 
tion. Several entomologists I’ve talked with agree that some 
pests do less damage to well-nourished plants but others 
thrive on the most vigorous. Better keep the sprayer and 
duster handy. 


VITAMINS AND MINERALS. Nutrition-conscious gardeners 
often have the misconception that the vitamin content of vege- 
tables can be greatly increased by proper fertilization. The 
climate is more important in determining vitamin content. 
For example, August tomatoes are usually higher in vitamin 
C than October fruit from the same plants. 


BERMUDA GRASS CONTROL. Southerners with Bermuda 

grass lawns have a difficult time keeping it from creeping 

into the garden where it becomes a serious weed. Cliff Elder 

at the Oklahoma Agricultural Experiment Station has used
